INTRODUCTION. 

The  division  of  the  MS.,  labelled  -f-  in  the  Gild  Hall 
Catalogue,  into  two  volumes  is  entirely  arbitrary  ;  the  MS. 
itself  forms  one  uninterrupted  whole  of  three  hundred  and 
eighty-one  folios.1  Paper  folios  numbered  one  to  thirty -six  are 
bound  in  the  same  volume  ;  these  are  not  printed,  as  it  is 
exceedingly  doubtful  whether  at  any  time  they  formed  part  of 
the  original  MS.  They  include  a  great  deal  of  treasonable  matter  ; 
possibly  the  wary  York  Council  watched  the  swing  of  the 
pendulum  between  the  claims  of  the  Yorkist  Richard  III.  and 
the  Tudor  heir  of  the  house  of  Lancaster,  and  thought  it  wiser 
to  omit  them  from  the  permanent  register,  when  victory  fell  to 
Henry  VII. 

Broadly  speaking  this  volume  covers  a  century  from  1388 
to  1488.  It  is  difficult  to  know  why  for  so  long  historians  looked 
askance  at  a  period  vitalized  by  Shakspere,  immortalized  by 
Agincourt,  marked  by  extraordinary  civic  development  and 
interesting  constitutional  experiments.  Many  investigators  have 
found  the  evidence  conflicting  and  have  made  little  effort  to 
reconcile  seeming  contradictions  ;  they  have  given  pictures 
either  of  unmitigated  gloom  or  exhilarating  prosperity — both 
equally  misleading.  It  was  essentially  an  age  of  transition,2 
with  all  the  weaknesses  and  strength  inherent  in  such  a  period. 
Constitutional  progress  had  outrun  the  growth  of  adrninstrative 
capacity  ;  the  machine  had  not  a  sufficient  number  of  highly 
skilled  men  to  guide  it.  But  the  chaos  that  resulted  from  this 
breakdown,  disastrous  as  it  was  to  men  of  the  fifteenth  century, 
ought  to  be  stimulating  and  instructive  to  their  descendants. 
The  times  were  peculiarly  rich  in  men  of  consummate  ability 
but  insatiable  ambition.  Still  it  is  a  century  of  startling  con-  j 
trasts  ;  the  pathetic  failure  of  Richard  II.,  the  meteoric  brillianc^J

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of  Henry  V.,  the  tedious  feebleness  of  Henry  VI.,  the  magnificent 
force  of  Eichard  III.,  offer  dramatic  possibilities  of  the  highest 
order.  With  the  exception  of  Henry  VI.,  the  kings,  splendid 
failures  as  most  of  them  are,  failed  through  superabundance  not 
through  lack  of  initiative  and  enterprise.  Too  often  crime 
cleared  the  way  for  the  consummation  of  their  activities,  "  God 
take  King  Edward  to  his  mercy  and  leave  the  world  for  me  to 
bustle  in,"  is  put  by  Shakspere  into  the  mouth  of  Richard  III., 
but  the  desire  to  be  the  foremost  man  of  the  age  was  common  to 
the  majority  of  the  nobility  ;  the  large  family  of  Edward  III. 
had  royalized  too  many  of  its  members.  The  decimation  of  this 
class  was  the  necessary  prelude  to  the  expansion  of  the  real 
strength  of  the  nation,  the  workers  ;  the  overweening  ambition 
^pf  the  baronage  facilitated  their  own  destruction.  From  the 
1  evidence  of  the  Memorandum  Book,  York,  though  strongly 
'  Yorkist  in  sympathy,  stood  aloof  from  these  dynastic  quarrels. 
The  inhabitants  were  engaged  in  amassing  wealth,  the  market 
place  was  more  attractive  to  them  than  the  battlefield.  In  spite 
of  the  terrible  wastage  of  life,  the  black  death  had  not  affected 
cities  so  disastrously  as  country  districts.  The  changes  in  centres 
of  population,  brought  about  by  the  great  pestilence,  were  in 
favour  of  places  connected  with  the  woollen  industry. 
Architectural  activities1  are  a  conclusive  proof  of  progress,  and 
York  though  it  did  not  increase  the  number  of  its  churches  during 
the  fifteenth  century,  beautified  some,  rebuilt  or  enlarged  others  ; 
the  common  or  gildhall  belongs  entirely  to  this  period.  This 
prosperity  of  York,  at  a  time  when  so  much  indisputable  evidence 

n     of  decay  and  depopulation  elsewhere  exists,  was  due  to  its  being 

l(.-£Ee  great  centre  of  the  northern  textile  trade. 

In  1377  the  population  of  York  according  to  the  poll-tax 
returns  was  13>500>  the  total  population  of  England  being  about 
two  and  a  quarter  millions.  London  had  a  population  three 
times  as  great ;  Bristol  was  probably  about  the  same  size. 
Plymouth  and  Coventry2  distinctly  smaller  ;  Norwich  numbered

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about  5,500  people,1  Lincoln,  Salisbury,  Lynn,  and  Colchester 
had  still  fewer  inhabitants.  But  although  in  population  York 
was  the  second  city  in  the  kingdom,  in  wealth,  according  to  the 
payments  made  to  the  loan  demanded  in  1397,  it  was  only  the 
sixth  town  in  England.  London  paid  £6,666  13s.  4d.,  Bristol 
£800,  Norwich  £333  6s.  8d.,  Lynn  £266  13s.  4d.,  York  £200  Os.  Od.3 
Compared  with  other  towns  in  Yorkshire  York  paid  twice  as  much 
as  Hull,  three  times  as  much  as  Scarborough,  more  than  four 
times  as  much  as  Pontefract,  and  ten  times  as  much  as  Whitby. 

Medieval  statistics  are  not  entirely  trustworthy,  but  some 
idea  of  the  number  of  people  working  in  the  textile  industry  can 
be  gained  from  contemporary  documents.  In  1394  there  were 
800  weavers  in  or  near  the  city.3  There  were  3254  masters  of 
different  crafts  either  directly  or  indirectly  connected  with  the 
trade  ;  if  to  these  1,125  workers  apprentices  and  journeymen 
are  added,  a  considerable  proportion  of  the  total  population 
must  have  owed  their  subsistence  to  the  woollen  manufacture. 
The  list  of  freemen  bears  out  this  contention.  During  the  first 
half  of  the  period,  on  an  average,  105 >  people  were  added  to  the 
freemen  each  year,  the  highest  total  for  a  single  year  being  196, 
the  lowest  31  ;  in  1405,  136  men  were  enrolled,  41  trades  were 
representeoT7"of  these  35  people  are  entered  as  having  no  trade. 
There  are  8  mercers,  7  tailors,  6  weavers,  5  bowers,  5  clerks, 
4  barkers,  3  millers,  3  barbers,  and  3  mariners.  Skinners,  potters, 
dyers,  masons,  butchers,  saggers,  shearers,  taverners,  fishmongers, 
cordwainers,  and  spurriers,  have  each  two  representatives. 
One  member  of  each  of  the  remaining  twenty-three  trades, 
merchants,  mercators,  coopers,  pinners,  spicers,  tilers,  wrights, 
marshals,  curriers,  motlemakers,  goldsmiths,  shipwrights,  lorimers, 
glasiers,  tincklers,  drapers,  carvers,  rapers,  fletchers,  cardmakers, 
joiners,  locksmiths,  chullours  was  enrolled,  and  11  men  claimed 
their  freedom  by  patrimony.  In  1408J34  new  freemen  represented 
35  different  trades.  Five  years  later  196  freemen  were  enrolled.

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They  were  engaged  in  69  different  industries.1  It  is  with  the 
doings  of  these  men,  the  makers  of  industrial  York,  that  the 
Memorandum  Book  is  chiefly  concerned.  The  leisured  class 
were  practically  non-existent.  They  resided  almost  entirely  in 
monasteries  and  nunneries,  often  as  paying  guests,  and  were, 
of  course,  outside  civic  jurisdiction.  A  few  of  the  baronial  class 
had  residences  in  York,  but  they,  as  well  as  the  heads  of  the  great 
religious  houses,  were  constantly  absent. 

The  question  of  the  percentage  of  inhabitants,  who  were  not 
franchised,  is  difficult  to  answer.  During  the  hundred  years 
from  1388  to  1488,  84  women  and  30  foreigners  took  their  freedom. 
The  liberties  of  the  Castle,  S.  Mary's,  S.  Peter's,  S.  Leonard's  and 
Davy  Hall  must  have  included  many  people  who  had  trading 
and  other  privileges  without  being  franchised  or  members  of  any 
mistery.2  Doubtless  they  represent  an  element  of  freedom,  for 
they  must  have  acted  as  a  drag  on  the  wheel  of  the  juggernaut 
of  rigid  gild  organization.3  The  sanctuary  dwellers,  too,  were  not 
under  civic  control.  The  cappers  recognized  the  undermining 
potentiality  of  these  abnormal  areas  ;  in  1482  they  passed  an 
ordinance,  which  probably  refers  both  to  liberties  and  sanctuaries4 ;

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Leon<ardes,  ne  odyr  placez  ne  santuaries1  within  this  citie,  where 
we  have  no  power  to  correk  tham  and  that  no  meistre  of  the  said 
craft  uttyr  their  werk."  Evidently  the  number  of  workers  who 
slipped  through  the  fine  sieve  of  mistery  and  franchise  was 
sufficiently  large  to  need  restraint.  As  has  already  been  seen, 
the  average  number  of  residents  added  to  the  franchise  each  year 
was  ,J05,  the  population  13,500.  Of  this  population  probably 
about  120  men  reached  the  age  of  twenty-one  each  year,  and  were 
eligible  for  freedom.  According  to  this  calculation  there  was  an 
annual  residium  of  15  men  who  did  not  take  up  their  freedom  at 
all.  Indefinite  as  the  evidence  is,  it  seems  to  justify  the  assertion 
that  the  bulk  of  the  working  population  of  York  became  freemen.2  ; 
Of  course  there  would  be  a  certain  number  of  casual  immigrants 
within  the  walls  ;  shipwrecked  mariners  and  foreigners,  criminals 
escaping  from  justice,  and  serfs  hiding  from  their  masters  would 
add  to  the  number  of  residents,  though  they  would  escape 
numeration.  By  one  of  the  customs  of  the  city  no  man  could  be 
taken  from  the  city  by  any  claim  of  villeinage  before  the  matter 
had  been  investigated  by  law.3 

The  references  in  this  volume  to  the  government  of  the  city 
by  mayor  and  three  bailiffs,  that  is  before  1396,  are  few4;  broadly 
speaking  it  is  true  that  the  city's  constitution  remained  homo- 
geneous throughout  the  whole  period  covered  by  the  Memorandum 
Book.  The  communal  period  had  closed  before  the  register  begins  ; 
the  representative  period,  introduced  by  the  Municipal  Reform  Act 
of  1835  was  in  the  far  future  ;  the  magisterial  period  was  already 
inaugurated.5  The  citizens  of  York,  says  Domesday  Book,  pay

no  relief.  "  But  if  you  deprive  a  lord  of  these  casualties,"  as 
Professor  Maitlaml  points  out,  "  he  is  practically  reduced  to  the 
position  of  a  man  with  a  rent  charge."1  So  long  as  the  King's 
representative  was  answerable  for  this  rent  and  the  rent  was  an 
uncertain  quantity,  obvious  opportunities  for  peculation  were 
presented  :  it  was  an  important  though  undated  step  in  the 
development  of  civic  York,  when  it  gained  the  right  to^jpay  a 
fixed  annual  rent  farmed  by  the  burgesses  themselves,  the  firma 
buroi.  The  eharter  of  Henry  1.  ,uave  to  York  liberties,  laws, 
and  rustoms,  and  the  right  to  have  a  inerehant  gild  ;  unfortunately 
this  early  eharter  is  only  known  by  an  allusion  to  it  in  the  charter 
of  Henry  TI.,a  who  refers  to  his  grandfather's  charter.  But  that 
the  merchants'  gild  was  in  existence  in  1130  is  proved  by  the 
pipe  roll  for  that  year,  where  it  is  stated  that  Thomas  of  York 
gave  the  King  a  coursing  dog  valued  at  20s.  that  he  might  be 
alderman  of  the  merchant  gild.3  The  exact  date  when  York 
substituted  a  mayor  for  a  reeve  or  prsepositus  is  unknown. 
London  had  a  mayor  in  1191,  but  certainly  as  late  as  1200  possibly 
as  late  as  1211,  there  is  a  reference  to  Gerard,  the  bellfounder, 
prsepositus  oL  the  city  of  York.  In  1217  Hugh  de  Selby  was 
mayor  of  York,  so  far  he  is  the  first  mayor  of  York  to  whom 
authentic  reference  is  made.4 

The  governing  body  consisted  of  the  mayor,  the  twelve, 
three  bailiffs,  and  the  twenty-four.  After  the  charter  of 
Richard  II.  given  on  the  19th  of  May,  1396,  when  the  city  became 
a  rount y  by  itself,  and  the  sheriff  of  the  county  was  excluded, 
the  twelve  became  aldermen,  two  sheriffs  took  the  place  of  the 
three  bailiffs  ;  and  after  1418,  the  twenty-four  eouneillors  Con- 
sisted of  ex-sheriffs.6

As,  fortunately,  the  Memorandum  Book  includes  a  custumal2 
and  an  account  of  the  mayor's  court  and  the  sheriff's  court, 
it  is  possible  from  its  own  contents  to  compile  a  complete  record 
of  the  machinery  of  the  city's  government,  as  well  as  to  show  the 
machinery  at  work.  The  custumal  gives  a  succinct  account  of 
the  mayor's  court.  "  It  is  held  before  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
either  in  the  chamber  in  the  '  Guyhall,'  or  in  the  '  Guyhall.'  ' 
In  this  court3  all  pleas  and  matters  concerning  apprentices  and 
misteries  were  settled.  All  offences  against  the  customs  and 
ordinances  of  the  city,  breaches  of  the  king's  peace,  and  mis- 
conduct of  the  city's  officials  were  punished  in  it.  This  court 
dealt,  too,  with  all  questions  of  debt,  it  administered  the  statute 
merchant  and  generally  the  statute  staple.  All  wills,  which  - 
dealt  with  land  and  houses,  were  brought  "  en  pleine  courte  du

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proved  by  two  sworn  witnesses,  who  were  examined  on  oath  as 
to  the  circumstances  under  which  it  was  made,  and  the  estate  of 
the  testator. 

Unfortunately  the  custumal  is  undated,  but  it  contains 
intrinsic  evidence  that  it  was  copied  into  the  Memorandum  Book 
from  another  book,  which  had  been  compiled  before  1396,  for  the 
three  bailiffs,  who  were  abolished  in  that  year,  are  referred  to  in 
the  custumal.  Many  of  its  provisoes  were  certainly  in  use  in 
1372,  probably  even  at  a  much  earlier  date. 

It  also  contains  the  oaths  to  be  administered  to  the  various 
municipal  officials.  These  oaths  are  in  London  and  in  Norwich 
included  in  the  Liber  Albus.1 

The  oath  of  the  mayor  is  brief.  It  contains  no  reference  to 
his  duty  as  the  king's  escheator  ;  he  simply  swears  that  he  will 
be  faithful  and  loyal  to  our  lord  the  king  and  preserve  and  guard 
the  said  city  for  our  lord  the  king  and  his  heirs  ;  he  undertakes 
to  maintain  the  franchises,  rights,  laws,  usages  and  customs  of  the 
same  in  every  point,  and  to  administer  impartial  justice  as  well 
to  rich  as  poor  ;  he  concludes  "  and  I  will  not  neglect  this  for 
any  reason,  God  helping  me  and  the  Saints."  This  oath  shows 
him  in  the  true  light,  he  is  supreme  magistrate  ;  his  chief  duty  is 
to  maintain  law  and  order  in  the  city.  His  fellow  citizens  approach 
him  with  almost  servile  respect,  any  insult  is  visited  with  severe 
penalties,2  any  effort  to  evade  the  office  is  regarded  as  a  grave 
misdemeanour.3  He  was  elected  by  the  body  of  citizens  from 
two  or  three  of  the  aldermen  nominated  by  the  retiring  mayor.4 
<u'  The  recorder  was  the  official  civic  lawyer  ;  originally  he  was 
chosen  each  year,  when  the  sheriffs  were  elected,  "  ils  prendront

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Ibffice  de  recordour  par  avys  du  meir  et  des  bones  gentz  de  la 
citee."1  "  He  was  the  legal  adviser  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen 
especially  when  they  acted  in  their  magisterial  capacity.  He 
was  appointed  by  the  mayor,  sheriffs,  aldermen  and  twenty-four, 
the  commons  taking  no  part. 

"  For  so  myche  as  the  ryght  wurshipfull  sir  John  Vavasour, 
late  recorder  of  this  wurshipfull  cite,  no  we  beyng  oon  of  the 
Kygnges  juges  and  the  place  of  recordership  void,  it  is  by  the  said 
presence  fully  determyned  and  concluded,  that  the  right  wurship- 
full sir  William  Fairefaxe,  for  certane  considiracions,  is  most  able 
and  beneficiall  fer  that  rowme.  And  so  by  the  hole  assent  and 
consent  of  the  seid  presence,  the  said  William  Fairfaxe  is  elect 
and  chosen  to  be  recorder  of  this  cite,  and  then  and  there  sworne 
and  admitted  to  the  same  office."2  Miles  Metcalfe  seems  to  have 
held  the  office  for  nine  years.  On  his  resignation,  the  King,  by 
"  his  mooste  noble  and  severall  letters  "  and  the  Earl  of  Northum- 
berland "  by  mouthe,"  desired  the  position  for  Richard  Green. 
The  mayor,  aldermen  and  sheriffs  evasively  replied,  that  if  they 
had  full  proof  of  the  circumspection  and  learning  of  the  said 
Richard,  "  they  may  be  rather  inclined  to  call  hyme  to  suche 
rowme,  when  any  shal  hapyn  next  to  be  voide."  It  is  difficult 
to  imagine  their  returning  the  same  reply  to  the  son  of  Henry  VII. 
As  Sir  John  Vavasour  became  recorder  in  1486,  the  mayor's 
"  rather  inclined  "  seems  to  have  been  a  polite  form  of  refusal.3 

Like  Norwich,  but  unlike  London,  York  had  no  special  form 
of  oath  for  the  twelve,  the  aldermen.  They  were  sworn  in  the 
same  form  and  manner  as  the  councillors.  Their  duties  were 
probably  similar.  The  custumal  clearly  defines  what  was  ex- 
pected from  the  councillors — they  were  "  to  counsel,  assist, 
support  and  maintain  the  mayor  in  all  his  undertakings  for 
the  welbeing  of  the  city."4  But  the  aldermen  had  a  special  power.

They  could  arrest  malefactors  and  commit  them  to  the  charge 
of  the  sheriffs.  They  were  elected  by  the  mayor  and  aldermen^ 
"  who  assembled  in  the  counsail  chambre  of  Ousebrig,  and  ther 
and  then  of  oon  assent  and  consent  elect  and  chuse  the  right 
honourable  Thomas  Scotton,  merchant,  to  be  of  the  number  of 
the  wershipful  aldermen."1  The  sheriffs,  however,  rank  above 
the  twenty-four  ;  sometime  they  take  precedence  of  the  aldermen. 
Their  election  was  a  public  ceremony.  On  September  21st,  the 
retiring  sheriffs  resigned  their  office  in  the  presence  of  the  mayor, 
aldermen,  councillors  and  commons  in  the  common  hall.  Then 
the  election  committee,  "  hii,  ad  quos  elecio  novorum  vicecomitum 
civitatis  pertenuit,  ex  ordinacione  et  consuetudine,"  apparently 
taken  from  the  council,  retired  into  an  inner  room  and  chose  the 
new  sheriffs.  The  mayor  and  commons  remained  in  the  large 
hall.2  The  sheriffs  took  over  the  duties  of  the  bailiffs.  They 
were  accountable  to  the  exchequer  for  the  payment  of  the  fee 
farm  rent,  and  under  the  mayor  had  charge  of  the  judicial  adminis- 
tration in  the  city.3 

The  account  of  the  sheriff's  court,  which  is  given  in  this 
volume  of  the  Memorandum  Book,  is  only  a  transcript  of  the 
regulations  in  force  in  the  London  sheriffs'  court.  A  few  of  the 
clauses  are  missing,  and  there  are  various  inaccuracies  in  the 
spelling  due  probably  to  the  transcriber.  Doubtless  its  presence 
in  the  city  record  is  owing  to  the  trade  between  London  and  York, 
as  the  dealings  of  merchants  with  each  other  form  the  subject  of 
many  of  the  regulations.4 

An  interesting  case  came  into  the  sheriffs'  court  in  July,  1416. 
A  foreigner,  Johannes  Cuke  from  Bruges,  had  stolen  money  from 
Johannes  Bell  of  Thirsk,  and  done  him  grievous  bodily  harm,  so 
that  he  went  in  fear  of  his  life.  The  jury  found  him  guilty,  but 
the  court  of  chivalry  interfered  and  took  the  case  into  their  own

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hands,  as  the  money  stolen  belonged  to  the  king.  This  court 
instituted  by  Edward  III.  was  presided  over  by  the  constable 
and  marshal.  Its  chief  work  was  to  deal  with  matters  pertaining 
to  war  within  or  without  the  kingdom,  including  trials  by 
combat.1  It  invaded  common  law  and  Richard  II.  restricted 
its  activities.  There  is  no  account  of  the  election  of  the  twenty- 
four,  possibly  it  was  less  formal  than  other  elections.  In  1418 
an  ordinance  was  passed — probably  it  was  only  the  re-enactment 
of  a  rule  that  had  fallen  into  abeyance — that  no  one  was  qualified 
to  become  a  member  of  the  twenty-four,  unless  he  had  been  a 
city  sheriff.  In  case  no  ex-sheriff  were  available,  then  the  choice 
was  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  electors.2  After  the  election  of 
the  mayor  in  the  common  hall,  the  aldermen  and  twenty-four 
returned  to  the  council  chamber  on  Ousebridge,  and  there  chose  \  {..  <>  I

the  three  chamberlains.  They  undertook  the  financial  side  of 
the  city's  affairs,  and  collected  debts  due  to  the  commonalty  ; 
they  also  managed  the  common  property  except  what  was  in 
charge  of  the  bridgemasters.3  The  minor  officials,  the  common 
clerk  and  the  sergeants  were  chosen  in  the  gildhall  by  the  mayor, 
aldermen,  and  twenty-four.4 

The  government  by  council  was  in  reality  purely  magisterial ; 
theoretically,  however,  the  whole  scheme  was  based  on  the 
common  will,  on  those  large  city  assemblies,  with  their  great 
though  vaguely  defined  powers  of  moulding  their  city's  history, 
which  every  citizen,  not  of  course  every  resident,  had  a  right  to 
attend.  Fundamentally  the  elaborate  structure  rested  on  the 
commons,  "  communis,  tut  la  commonealte,  tota  communitas, 
multitudo  copiosa,"  as  they  are  called.  They  form  the  most 
interesting,  at  the  same  time  the  most  elusive,  part  of  the  city's 
constitution.  They  possessed  no  adminstrative  powers,  those

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were  entirely  in  the  hands  of  the  council  ;  but  when  any 
important  change,  which  involved  the  interests  of  the  whole 
community,  was  contemplated,  then  the  mayor  summoned 
the  whole  body  of  freemen  to  the  common  hall.  It  is  of 
course  incredible  that  all  the  freemen  attended,  for  about 
100  freemen  were  added  to  the  franchise  each  year.1 
Unfortunately  on  this  subject  the  Memorandum  Book  gives  little 
light.  In  1379-80  the  council  is  said  to  consist  of  the  twelve, 
the  twenty-four  and  the  artificers,2  but  the  times  were 
revolutionary,3  the  councils  of  that  period  cannot  be  taken  as 
typical.  On  July  4th,  1379,  one  of  these  large  city  assemblies 
was  held,  it  is  the  only  occasion  on  which  a  complete  list  of  all 
the  members  by  name  is  given.  The  twelve  and  twenty-four, 
qualified  by  having  held  important  civic  offices,  occupy  the  first 
part  of  the  list ;  the  forty-six  names  which  follow4  are  those  of 
craftsmen,  none  of  whom  had  held  office,  the  artificers  of  the 
previous  entry.5  The  oath  administered  to  the  commons  was 
identical  with  that  taken  by  the  twelve  and  twenty-four,  but  it 
was  read  to  them  by  the  common  clerk,  they  then  swore,  by 
raising  their  hands,  to  support  the  mayor,  "  en  tous  poins  a  lour 
povoir."6 

The  Memorandum  Book  indulges  in  no  tantalizing  silences 
in  its  descriptions  of  the  meetings  of  the  citizens.     It  is  rich  both 
in  accounts   of  the   meetings  in  the   council   chamber  and  the 
assemblies  in  the   common  hall.     No  laboured   account  of  the 
/|      technique    of    medieval    city    government    can    give    the   vivid 
/I      impression  of  its  working  that  can  be  gained  from  these  realistic 
v       pictures   of  the   men   themselves   at   their   work   of   legislation, 
admins tration,  consultation  and  arbitration.      In  1417  a  muni- 
cipal undertaking,  the  re-erection  of  the  public  crane   with  its 
annexed  buildings,  had  involved  the  city  in  great  expense.     The 
mayor,  aldermen  and  "  whole  council  of  the  chamber  of  the  city  " 
^_^  met,  in  the  morning  of  the  second  of  May,  to  discuss  raising  the

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rent  in  order  to  reimburse  themselves  for  the  outlay.1  They 
recognized  that  it  was  a  matter  about  which  the  citizens  had  a  \^/ 
right  to  be  consulted.  Later  in  the  same  day  they  therefore 
called  a  meeting  of  the  commons  in  the  common  hall ;  the 
regulations  they  had  drawn  up  were  communicated  to  the 
commons,  who  sanctioned  them,  "  coram  communitate  publicatum 
et  per  communitatem  affirmatum."  Although  September  21st 
and  February  3rd  were  favourite  dates  for  proclaiming  any  new 
procedure,  it  seems  doubtful  whether,  except  for  the  elections, 
there  were  any  fixed  dates  for  the  summoning  of  these  general 
meetings. 

On  one  occasion  all  the  preliminary  meetings  are  omitted,  ~ 

and  ordinances  of  the  utmost  importance  first  appear  in  the 
Memorandum  Book  at  a  city  assembly  in  the  common  hall  on 
September  21st,  1419.  The  mayor,  six  aldermen,  seventeen 
councillors,  the  whole  of  the  community  of  citizens,  "  tocius  ^  v- 
communitatis  civium,"  and  the  two  sheriffs  were  present.  The 
authorities  were  probably  sure  that  they  would  carry  their 
audience  with  them.  The  memory  of  "  the  Foul  Raid,"  the 
consciousness  that  Scotsmen  were  only  waiting  a  favourable 
opportunity  to  make  another  similar  invasion,  and  that  they 
were  fighting  with  Frenchmen  against  Englishmen  in  France,  ' 
had  roused  the  feelings  of  the  men  of  York  to  frenzy.  This 
racial  hatred  had  found  an  outlet  in  those  stringent  measures 
against  the  aliens,  which  the  York  council  proposed,  and  the  \  V*J 
commons  ratified  with  enthusiasm.  No  Scotsman  nor  any  other 
alien,  whatever  his  status,  was  "  to  occupy  any  position  as  searcher 
or  constable  or  hold  any  official  rank  lofty  or  low  ;  they  were 
forbidden  to  enter  the  common  hall  or  any  other  place  in  the  city, 
where  secret  counsel  or  any  city  business  could  be  overheard  ; 
they  were  not  to  hold  meetings  or  to  sit  on  assizes,  or  to  be 
impanelled  as  jurymen  for  any  cause  whatsoever,  but  were  to 
be  excluded  from  every  office  for  evermore."2 

For  the  moment  the  Memorandum  Book  seems  to  have  ceased 
to   chronicle   limited   city  affairs   and   to  have   plunged  into   a

nt 
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whirlpool  of  international  complications.  The  next  proceeding, 
however,  brings  the  assembly  back  to  strictly  civic  matters. 
The  same  day  new  sheriffs  had  to  be  elected.  Those,  who  had 
held  office,  had  the  previous  year  not  conducted  themselves  with 
strict  regard  for  the  dignity  of  their  own  position  or  that  of  the 
"  ful  nobil  city  "  which  they  represented.  They  had  scandalized 
all  right  thinking  citizens  by  appearing  in  the  streets,  no  servant 
preceding  or  following  them.  May  or,,,  .council  and  common,' 
in  the  presence  of  the  two  delinquents,  solemnly  and  unanimously 
ordained  that  this  should  be  prohibited,  under  a  penalty  oi 
100s. — unless  some  weighty,  sudden  accident  should  render  such 
a  disregard  of  decency  inevitable.  Probably  the  commons 
enjoyed  sitting  in  judgment  on  their  official  superiors.  But  the 
day's  work  was  not  yet  finished  ;  the  same  assembly  had  still  to 
elect  two  members  of  parliament — Johannes  Northeby  and 
Thomas  Gare,  "  cives  et  mercatores  Ebor'  fuerunt  electi  ad 
essendum  pro  civitate  ista  ad  parliamentum  tenendum  apud 
Westmonasterium,  xvjmo  die  Octobris  proximo  extunc  future."1 

The  list  of  the  thirty  officials,  who  were  present  on  this 
occasion,  shows  how  completely  the  government  of  the  city  had 
fallen  into  the  hands  of  the  cloth  trade  ;  ten  members  were 
mercers,  five  mercators,  three  drapers,  one  was  a  dyer,  and  one  a 
cloth  dresser  ;  the  trades  of  four  are  not  given  in  the  list  of 
freemen,  but,  by  family,  they  belonged  to  the  merchant  class  ; 
two  remain  unidentified  ;  a  butcher,  a  skinner  and  two  potters 
are  the  only  representatives  of  other  industries.  Possibly  the 
reason  of  the  animus  against  the  retiring  sheriffs  was  that  one 
was  a  potter.  It  is  suggestive  that  both  the  new  sheriffs  belonged 
to  the  popular  official  trade,  and  both  members  of  parliament 
were  mercators.2 

A  few  months  later  another  important  meeting  of  mayor, 
twelve,  twenty-four,  sheriffs,  and  a  great  multitude  of  the  searchers 
and  other  citizens,  "  unacum  magna  multitudine  scrutatorum  et

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aliorum  civium,"  was  held  in  the  Common  Hall.1  Aldermen 
wishful  to  escape  being  chosen  as  mayor  absented  themselves 
from  the  city  on  the  day  of  election.  An  ordinance  was  passed 
unanimously  that  the  delinquent  should  pay  dearly  for  his  lack 
of  civic  spirit2  ;  he  was  to  be  fined  one  hundred  marks,  sixty  to  go 
to  the  newly  elected  mayor  to  help  to  defray  his  expenses  of  office, 
forty  to  go  to  the  sheriffs  for  the  use  of  the  city. 

A  resolution,  that  people  should  pay  the  taxes  in  the  parish 
where  they  were  living  at  the  time  when  it  was  imposed,  passed 
on  this  occasion,  was  later  overruled.  JQie_mayor  and  commons 
rescinded  the  ordinance  after  a  fortnight's  interval  ;  they  substi 
tuted  one,  which  ordained  that  the  tax  should  be  paid  in  the! 
parish,  where  the  people  slept  the  night  before  the  tax  was 
collected.  If,  however,  it  could  be  proved  that  they  had  changed 
their  domicile  solely  in  order  to  pay  at  the  lower  rate,  then  they 
had  to  pay  the  tax  in  both  parishes.  Obviously  the  first  resolution 
was  passed  with  the  object  of  preventing  fraud.  It  is  difficult 
to  see  the  reason  for  the  repeal  ;  possibly  a  progressive  party  had 
rushed  the  measure  through  on  a  busy  day,  and  a  retrogressive 
party  worked  up  opposition  in  the  intervening  fortnight.3 

For  three  days  during  the  month  of  September,  1436,  a  civic 
scandal  caused  great  excitement  in  the  city.  Thomas  Bracebridge, 
an  alderman,  had  insulted  the  mayor  ;  a  discreet  silence  is  main- 
tained as  to  the  form  of  insult.  A  city  assembly  was  called  in 
the  gild  hall,  and  "  bi  thadvise  and  thassent  of  the  said  maire,

the  said  cite,"  he  was  "  discharged  of  al  offices  within  the  cite 

and  of  al  other  occupacions  and  labours  to  the  parliamentz." 

The  next  day  this  sentence  was  carried  into  effect  in  the  council 

chamber  on  Ousebridge  ;  he  was  formally  excluded  in  the  presence 

\  of  mayor,  aldermen,  and  twenty-four,  the  commons  were  absent. 

\The  third  day,  however,  the  commons  were  once  more  summoned 

Ao  the  common  hall  to  hear  the  repentant  man's  apology.     His 

submission  made,  "  the  maire  goodly  with  warme  wordes  and 

tendre  admitted  the  said  submission,  and  touk  hym  to  favour 

and  grace  and  restited  and  restored  hym  to  his  franchise]  and 

to  the  state  of  alderman  in  fourm  as  he  stood  afore."1 

A  servant  of  the  mayor,  who  frequented  a  suspicious  tavern 
by  night,  and  said  to  one  of  the  sheriffs  "  quod  ipsam  tabernam, 
dimittere  nollet,  eciam  si  maior  vel  Nicholaus  Blakburn  sibi 
inhibuerint  "  did  not  escape  so  lightly.'2 

An  interesting  case  was  brought  into  the  council  chamber 
on  Ousebridge  in  1397.  Johannes  Lyvelandes,  son  of  Thoma 
Lyvelandes,  was  seized  and  claimed  as  a  serf  by  Hanletheus 
Mauleverer.  He  was  a  member  of  the  family  of  Mauleverer  of 
Allerton  Mauleverer  ;  the  first  of  the  family  in  England  was 
Richard  Leporarius,  who  gave  the  chapel  of  Allerton  to  the  priory 
of  Holy  Trinity,  York,  "  his  gift  being  made  with  the  consent  of 
Robert  de  Brus,  his  lord  and  his  heirs  ;  he  at  length  returning 
from  St.  James  [of  Compostello]  and  being  received  at  Marmontier, 
placed  the  said  gift  on  St.  Martin's  altar,  in  the  presence  of  Abbot 
Halgod."3  In  spite,  however,  of  the  good  deeds  of  his  ancestors, 
Hanletheus  was  forced  to  relinquish  his  claim.  He  did  not 
confess  that  the  claim  was  unjust,  but  declared  that  on  account 
of  the  respect  he  bore  the  mayor,  and  the  reverence  he  felt  for 
the  city  of  York,  he  gave  Johannes  his  liberty.4

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The  position  of  the  serf  was  considerably  modified  by  the 
black  death,  still  his  lot  was  far  from  enviable  ;  on  the  death  of 
his  lord  he  was  transferred  to  his  successor  with  the  rest  of  the 
live  stock  on  the  estate,  the  only  court  of  justice  to  which  he 
could  appeal,  was  the  manor  court,  where  his  lord  presided  ; 
and  he  was  unable  to  have  his  children  educated  unless  he  paid 
a  fine. 

When  any  question  concerning  the  common  lands  or  property 
came  before  the  mayor,  the  commons  seem  always  to  have  been\ 
consulted.  A  complaint  was  made  that  a  little  lane,  between 
Bootham  and  les  leys,  although  it  was  common  property,  had 
been  closed.  At  once  the  mayor  accompanied  by  the  aldermen, 
the  twenty-four,  the  commons,  "  communibus,"  and  the  searchers 
of  the  gilds  of  masons  and  carpenters  went  to  examine  the  place. 
They  found  gates  and  posts  had  been  erected  at  the  entrance 
from  Bootham  ;  immediate  orders  were  given  for  their  removal. 
The  willows  growing  near  the  meadow  end  of  the  narrow  road 
were  to  be  cut  down  ;  the  bogs  filled  up  with  earth,  so  that  men 
and  beasts  could  pass  safely.1  This  is  only  one  example  of  the 
many  delightful  little  pictures  given  in  the  Memorandum  Book 
of  the  real  life  of  the  community,  a  true  democratic  spirit  pervades 
it,  all  working  together  to  put  an  immediate  stop  to  a  wrongful 
jidiQn.  No  costly  litigation  was  entered  upon  ;  by  the  expert 
advice  of  those  skilled  in  deciding  these  questions,  surrounded 
by  his  thirty-six  councillors,  in  the  presence  of  many  unofficial 
citizens,  the  mayor  redressed  the  grievance.  Still  civic  business 
was  not  always  decided  so  expeditiously.  On  May  3rd,  1434, 
an  indenture  in  the  name  of  "  nos  maior  et  communitas  civium 
civitatis  Ebor',"  was  drawn  up.  It  leased  a  newly  built  house 
in  Hertergate7  to  Johannes  Kyrkham,  at  an  annual  rent  of 
twenty-six  shillings  and  eightpence  ;  the  lease  was  only  granted 
on  condition  that  he  supplied  the  city  with  all  the  plaster  and 
lime  they  needed  at  a  fixed  price.  The  document  was  not 
attested  by  mayor,  council  and  sheriffs  until  20th  December, 
1436.2

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Johannes  Bempton  hoped  to  escape  the  vigilant  eye  of 
the  city's  guardians,  when  he  built,  out  of  his  own  head  "  ex 
capite  suo  proprio,"  a  house  on  common  land,  behind  his  own 
garden  and  beyond  the  line  of  his  neighbours'  buildings.  But 
the  mayor,  sheriffs,  aldermen,  and  commons1  went  to  the  house 
in  North  Street,  near  the  city  moat ;  they  scrutinized  the 
evidence  he  laid  before  them,  and  then  called  in  a  mason  and 
two  carpenters,  "  secundum  antiquam  consuetudinem  civitatis," 
to  decide  the  matter.  These  three  experts  frustrated  his  plans  ; 
they  declared  that  "  from  time  to  which  the  memory  of  man 
goes  not  back  "  the  land  had  been  held  and  enclosed  in  the  same 
way,  and  that  he  must  build  his  house  within  his  garden  walls 
and  in  no  other  manner.2 

The  city  was  not  a  rack  renter,  the  grass  land  of  the  ditch 
called  "  le  mote "  within  Mikelgarth  bar  on  the  south  from 
"  barra  de  Mikelgate  "  to  the  old  Bailey  was  let  for  ten  shillings 
a  year.  By  the  terms  of  the  lease,  the  mayor  and  chamberlains 
had  the  right,  if  the  rent  were  forty  days  in  arrears,  to  reclaim 
the  land  without  any  opposition  from  the  tenant,  "  in  manus- 
maioris  et  communitatis  reseisire  et  rehabere." 

But  the  meetings  of  the  governing  body  in  the  hall  on 
Ousebridge,  in  spite  of  the  absence  of  the  commons,  were  no 
dull  assemblies  for  the  transaction  of  unimportant  routine 
business.  It  was  a  dramatic  age,  within  a  stone's  throw  of  the 
place  where  the  mistery  plays  were  yearly  enacted,  scenes  no 
less  tragic  though  unrehearsed,  took  place.  "  On  27th  February, 
1390,  Robertus  de  Ellerbek,  mercer,  with  bare  feet  and  uncovered 
head  came  into  the  chamber,  and  prostrated  himself  before 
Ranulphus  del  See  in  the  presence  of  the  mayor,  bailiffs  and 
council.  With  bitter  tears,  he  addressed  Ranulphus  in  all 
humility,  saying,  '  I  beseech  thee  for  the  love  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  who  redeemed  the  world  by  His  precious  blood  shed  on 
the  cross,  pardon  and  forgive  me  for  the  death  of  Ricardus3 
del  See,  thy  father.'  At  these  words,  the  mayor,  bailiffs  and

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other  worthies  joined  in  petitioning  Ranulphus  '  that  for  the 
love  of  God  the  murder  of  the  said  Ricardus  should  be  condoned.' 
Then  the  aforesaid  Ranulphus,  moved  in  spirit,  turned  to  the 
weeping  Robertus  and  said,  '  For  the  love  of  God  and  for  the 
salvation  of  the  spirit  of  the  said  Ricardus,  I  pardon  and  absolve 
you  of  the  death  of  the  said  Richard.'  ' 

The  Memorandum  Book  is  peculiarly  rich  in  references  to 
foreign  trade  ;  it  is  therefore  fortunate,  though  entirely  fortuitous, 
that  the  first  document  of  this  volume  should  be  an  agreement 
for  the  settlement  of  disputes  between  the  English  and  the 
Prussians.  This  treaty  was  concluded  (but  never  acted  upon) 
between  Richard  II.  and  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Teutonic  Knights1 
in  1388.  It  is  especially  interesting  to  York  for  Thomas  Gra, 
mayor  of  the  city  in  1373-4,  was  one  of  two  ambassadors  in  whose 
charge  it  was  sent  to  Marienburg  :2  his  colleague  was  Walterus 
Sibelle,  a  London  alderman,  who  represented  the  city  in  the 
parliament  of  1377,  and  was  suspected  of  having  encouraged  the 
peasants'  rising  of  1381. 3  Nicholaus  Stoket  accompanied  them, 
apparently  to  give  advice  on  questions  of  law.  Momentous 
changes  in  national  policy  are  gassed  over  silently  in  the  Memoran- 
dum Book,  but  it  gives  many  apt  illustrations  of  the  fact  that 
in  the  reversal  of  the  policy  of  his  grandfather  Richard  II.  had 
the  nation  behind  him.  It  is  from  this  point  of  view  that  some 
account  of  the  circumstances,  which  led  to  the  treaty  with  Prussia, 
seems  imperative.  The  encouragement  of  aliens  had  been  the 
keynote  of  the  policy  of  Edward  III.4  Richard  II.  introduced 
a  new  system  ;  he  yielded  to  the  pressure  brought  upon  him  by 
the  towns,  which  argued  with  great  plausibility  that  to  treat 
foreigners  in  England  as  no  English  were  treated  in  foreign  lands

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was  an  absurdity.1  This  pressure  continued  throughout  the 
fifteenth  century  and  brought  the  English  policy  more  and  more 
into  line  with  the  autonomous  cities  on  the  continent,  which 
carried  out  a  strongly  protective  policy  with  a  high  hand,  though 
not  always  with  entire  success.2  In  1382  the  English  government 
laid  heavy  taxes  on  the  Hanse  or  German  merchants3  in  England  ; 
the  Grand  Master  of  the  Teutonic  Knights  retaliated  by  forbidding 
the  English  to  trade  in  Danzic.  He  forced  the  English  to  retire 
to  Elbing,  and  even  there  he  imposed  vexatious  restrictions  on 
them.4  After  four  years  of  armed  neutrality  in  1385  a  small  fleet 
of  English  ships  attacked  six  Prussian  vessels  near  Swin.5  The 
Grand  Master  at  once  ordered  the  seizure  of  all  English  goods  in 
Prussia  ;  England  replied  by  a  similar  order  for  all  Prussian 
goods  in  England.  These  preliminaries  led  to  the  journey  of 
Thomas  Gra  to  Marienburg.  The  fact  that  York  was  the  Centre 
of  considerable  trade  to  the  Baltic  made  the  choice  singularly 
judicious.  The  Teutonic  Knights,  long  after  their  settlement  in 
Danzic,  continued  to  send  out  quasi  crusades  against  the  sur- 
rounding heathen  lands,  and  many  English  knights,  who  in  a 
previous  century  would  have  joined  the  crusades,  fought  under 
their  banner  in  this  European  crusade.  Henry  Bolinbroke, 
afterwards  Henry  IV.,  was  the  best  known  of  these  military 
adventurers.6  The  Percy  family  and  the  Yorkshire  Scropes  were 
represented  too  ;  the  trader  followed  in  the  steps  of  the  soldier, 
and  Danzic  became  the  home  of  many  merchants  from  York. 
Unlike  the  Hanse  merchants  in  London,  who  were  all  congregated 
in  one  hall  and  led  a  separate  existence,  in  Danzic,  the  English 
lived  in  the  Prussian  merchants'  houses,  and  were  apparently

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allowed  to  trade  even  by  retail.  But  as  the  rule  of  the  Teutonic 
Knights,  who  were  themselves  not  allowed  to  trade,  weakened, 
the  power  of  the  burgher  element  strengthened  ;  jealousy  of  the 
successful  English  trader  grew.1  The  story  of  retaliations  and 
reprisals  is  dreary  reading.  Henry  Wyman,  a  German  merchant 
living  in  York,  was  arrested  in  1386,  and  only  released  at  the 
request  of  the  King.  Probably  he  took  part  in  the  sending  of  the 
Embassy  to  Danzic  for  he  must  have  held  a  prominent  position 
in  the  city.  In  1388  he  was  even  exempted  from  the  alien  tax, 
and  was  mayor  in  1407-1408.2 

Many  documents  are  preserved  in  the  archives  at  Konigsberg, 
which  prove  the  extensive  nature  of  the  trade  between  York  and 
the  Baltic.3  The  complaints  carried  by  Gra  to  Danzic  are  signed 
by  numerous  York  merchants.  The  damages  they  claim  throw 
light  on  the  comparative  position  of  York  among  other  towns. 
Nine  London  merchants  demand  as  compensation  £386  3s.  Id.  ; 
thirty  York  men  claim  £1,636;  nineteen  merchants  from  Lynn 
demand  £1,914  18s.  4c£.  ;  fourteen  from  Beverley  £470  ;  and 
fifteen  from  Norwich  £937  13s.  4=d.  Although  Lynn  heads  the 
list  with  its  claim  of  almost  £2,000,4  the  demand  of  York 
approaches  it  nearly,  and  is  distributed  among  a  greater  number 
of  traders.  York  had  more  than  3  times  as  many  merchants 
trading  to  Danzic  as  London,  1|  times  as  many  as  Lynn, 
more  than  twice  as  many  as  Beverley  and  exactly  twice 
as  many  as  Norwich.5 

In  1404  a  claim  of  £340  was  advanced  by  Robertus  Gaunt,6 
Henricus  Hyndelay,7  Ricardus  Bantry,8  Robertus  Feriby  and

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Rogerus  Thornell,1  who  complain  that  120  cloths,  25  pieces  of 
worsted,  30  coverlets,  120  ells  of  frieze  had  been  taken  from  them 
by  the  Prussians.2  But  the  complaints  of  illtreatment  of  the 
people  of  Danzic  by  the  men  of  York  and  Hull  are  equally 
numerous.3 

Eighty  years  after  the  Marienburg  treaty  stories  of  the  same 
kind  are  repeated.  Evidence  was  taken  at  Nimeguen  on 
September  15th,  1468,4  Thomas  Todde  of  York  and  the  boatswain 
of  the  vessel  give  an  account  of  their  sufferings.  "  Thomas  Todde 
of  Yorke,  merchant,  in  the  shipp  called  the  Valentyne,  saith, 
that  he  sailed  from  Newecastell  to  Hulle  and  from  thene  to  the 
Sounde  and  thider  came  on  Wednesday  at  nyght  in  the  moneth 
of  Juyne  last,  and  on  the  morrow  about  7  or  8  of  the  clok  came 
aborde  a  Karvell  of  Denmark,  whereof  was  maister  Nannyng 
Van  Daryng  [Duren],  boren  and  havyng  lyvelode  in  Campe, 
now  dwellyng  at  Copemanhaven,  and  with  hym  shipper  Tunes 
[Tymes]  of  Lubike  and  Vincent  Stole  in  a  blak  shippe  of 
Danske  with  certains  yonkers  of  Danske,  that  is  to  seie 
Petre  Van  Plane,  Hanze  Servese  [Servoese]  and  Hanze  Knope 

and    othir    of   Danske," 

"  they  entered  upon  theym  and  tok  the  rule  of  the  saide  shipp 
called  the  Valentyne  and  sente  them  to  lande  and  putte  them  in 
prisone  and  toke  from  them  all  that  they  hadde."  The  document 
in  support  of  which  this  evidence  is  taken  is  headed  complaint  of 
John,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  and  the  merchants  of  York  and 
Hull.5  The  Earl  of  Northumberland  had  not  merely  lent  his 
name  to  strengthen  the  petition,  he  was  the  ship's  owner,  "cujus 
navis  predictus  comes  fuit  proprietarius  et  possessor."  The  peti- 
tioners number  thirty-one ;  twenty  of  them  were  York  men.6  An 
interesting  side  light  on  the  concentration  of  civic  power  in  the 
hands  of  the  merchant  class  is  afforded  by  this  document,  nine

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of  the  twenty  applicants  had  been  mayors  of  the  city.  More 
details  are  supplied  by  other  witnesses  who  say  that  the  ship  was 
attacked  by  400  armed  men  from  Danzic,  Liibec,  Rostock,  Wismar 
and  Stralsund.  They  seized  both  ship  and  cargo,  captured  the 

sailors  and  placed  them  in  "  vili  carcere  vocato  le 

profunde  sub  terra,  ita  quod  nullus  eorum  potuit  videre  alium." 
The  evidence  is  long  and  confusing.  One  fact,  however,  emerges 
quite  clearly  that  it  was  English  disunion  that  was  at  the  root  of 
Hanse  or  German  predominance  in  English  trade.  The  death- 
blow to  the  Hanseatic  power  in  England  was  delayed  for  nearly 
a  century  by  the  dynastic  quarrels  of  the  XV.  century.  But 
it  would  be  difficult  to  gauge  at  its  right  value  the  strong  feeling 
of  animosity  to  the  alien,  which  betrays  itself  in  so  much  of  the 
civic  legislation,  in  so  many  of  the  gild  regulations,  unless  the 
strong  desire  of  mercantile  England  to  concentrate  English  trade 
in  English  hands  is  recognized  as  an  important  factor  in  the 
matter.1 

The  next  reference  in  the  Memorandum  Book  to  the  Danzic 
trade  is  happily  wholly  pacific.  It  is  an  agreement2  between 
Henricus  de  Hyndelay,3  mercator,  Rogerus  de  Thornhill,4 
mercator,  Willelmus  Denyas,5  mercer,  Johannes  Somerby,6 
littester,  Johannes  de  Raghton,7  draper,  and  Johannes  Eseby, 
burgher  of  Danzic,  as  to  the  division  between  them  of  the  cargo

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of  a  vessel  called  the  "  Halygaste"  freighted  from  Danzic  to 
Hull.  Another  entry,  earlier  in  date  but  later  in  position,  shows 
some  of  the  difficulties  of  foreign  trade.  Johannes  Topclyff 
came  before  the  mayor  to  free  himself  from  any  responsibilities 
with  regard  to  the  trading  ventures  of  Robertus  Normanton, 
who  had  lately  been  his  apprentice.1  Robertus  bound  himself 
to  pay  one  hundred  marks,  if  his  late  master  or  his  representative 
or  his  servants  should  be  impleaded  or  proceeded  against  or 
have  his  goods  and  chatells  arrested  for  any  debt  incurred  by 
him,  "  tarn  citra  mare  quam  ultra."  Difficulties  of  this  nature 
seem  to  have  been  common  ;  Johannes  de  Calthorn  appeared 
before  the  mayor  and  other  probi  homines,  and  obliged  his  former 
apprentice,  Perot  de  Casawas  de  Vasconia,  to  swear  on  the  holy 
gospel  of  God  that  he  had  neither  bought  nor  sold  nor  acted  for 
Johannes  de  Calthorn,  since  his  apprenticeship  was  finished.2 

Twenty  of  the  leading  mercers  and  spicers  had  been  holding 
an  inquisition  by  order  of  the  King  on  a  case  of  cargo  lost  at  sea. 
They  gave  their  evidence  on  oath  before  the  mayor,  sheriffs  and 
aldermen  of  the  city,  on  the  twentieth  of  March,  1415-16.  The 
case  furnishes  another  example  of  the  precariousness  of  foreign 
trade.3  Willelmus  Warde,  spicer,  had  made  an  agreement  on 
the  twelfth  of  December,  1415,  with  Willelmus  Eseby.4  By  the 
terms  of  this  agreement  Eseby  had  to  expend  sixty-eight 
pounds  in  buying  Flemish  goods  for  Ward  ;  a  special  clause  was 
inserted  that  this  should  be  done  at  Warde's  own  risk.  Eseby 
was  to  receive  a  commission  of  five  per  cent.  The  goods  were 
bought  and  shipped  from  Selykey  in  Zealand,  in  a  vessel  called 
"  the  Hulke"  to  Hull.  Between  Yarmouth  and  Kyrkla,  it  was 
wrecked,'  "  in  mari  totaliter  periclitata  et  perdita  fuit."  But 
Willelmus  Eseby  could  get  no  payment  from  Willemus  Warde, 
either  for  the  capital  he  had  expended,  or  for  his  labour.  In 
1419  Willelmus  Eseby  was  again  in  the  council  chamber  ;  he 
brought  a  letter  from  the  burghermaster,  magistrates  and

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council  of  Bruges.  They,  at  the  suit  of  Jacques  Weits,  a  burgher 
of  Bruges,  claimed  twenty-three  pounds,  two  shillings  from 
Eseby,  who  was  bound  for  that  sum  on  behalf  of  Ricardus  Heaton 
factor  of  Robertus  Tup  of  Hull.1 

In  1420  a  curious  bond  was  given  by  John  Bukkiller,  citizen 
and  merchant  of  Danzic  and  John  Dodyngton2  of  York  for  £100 
to  Robert  Baumberg  and  John  Dreng  of  Scarbrough,  payable 
on  November  llth,  1421.  In  case,  however,  John  Bukkiller 
could  prove  that  the  vessel  the  two  Scarborough  men  had  seized, 
belonged  to  the  merchants  of  Danzic,  then  the  bond  became  null 
and  void.  Apparently  John  Bukkiller  and  John  Dodington 
owed  the  Scarborough  men  money,  who  thinking  the  ship  was 
John  Bukkiller's  personal  property,  seized  it.3  It  belonged, 
however,  to  the  merchants  of  Danzic,  but  Bukkiller  and 
Dodington  had  to  give  a  bond  for  £100  before  it  was  allowed  to 
sail.  A  letter  was  then  obtained  from  Danzic,  which  proved  the 
ship  undoubtedly  belonged  to  merchants  in  Danzic,  then  their 
bond  was,  as  had  been  arranged,  returned  to  them.  The  letters 
which  passed  between  Danzic,  Scarborough  and  York,  are 
amusing  examples  of  the  epistolary  style  of  the  fifteenth  century. 

A  testimonial  letter  under  the  seal  of  Danzic. 

"  In  the  presence  of  the  honourable  and  most  sagacious 
men,  the  mayor,  sheriff  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  York  in 
England,4  our  very  sincere  friends  we,  the  proconsuls  and 
consuls  of  the  city  of  Danzic  wishing  for  the  increase  of  all 
good,  *  cum  tocius  boni  incremento,'  publicly  declare  with 
protestation  worthy  of  belief  in  these  our  letters,  that  a 
certain  ship  commonly  called  among  us,  the  "  Marienkneche" 
which  Robertus  Baumburg  and  Johannes  Dreng  of 
Scarborough  took  from  Henricus  Strunyng  our  fellow 
townsman,  the  governor  and  master  of  the  said  ship,  on  the 
Thursday  before  Pentecost  last,  by  seizing  her  upon  the

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sea  with  all  the  goods  with  which  she  was  laden,  for  which 
afterward  Johannes  Bokeler,  merchant  of  Danzic,  and  John 
Dodyngton,  citizen  of  York,  bound  themselves  to  the 
aforesaid  Eobertus  and  Johannes  Dreng,  by  a  bond  for  £100, 
belongs  entirely  and  lawfully1  to  certain  inhabitants  and 
townsmen  of  our  city  of  Danzic  and  to  no  one  else  in  any 
way." 

In  confirmation  and  fuller  evidence  of  which  we  have  caused 
these  letters  for  which  we  desire  to  obtain  firm  and  unhesitating 
belief  to  be  confirmed  by  an  impression  from  the  reverse  of  our 
seal.  Written  at  Danzic,  May  15th,  1421. 

The  York  officials  at  once  wrote  to  Scarborough. 

Richard  Russell,  mayor  of  the  city  of  York,  and  the  sheriffs 

and  aldermen2  of  the  same,  men  of  a  singular  friendliness,  to 

the  bailiff  and  worthy  men  of  the  town  of  Scarborough. 

"  Greeting  in  Him  who  gives  the  gifts  of  eternal  salvation. 

We,  therefore,  by  reason  of  the  profound  affection 
which  we  bear  towards  you,  counsel  you  and  beseech  you 
with  warm  and  sincere  goodwill  that,  on  sight  of  the  fore- 
going letters,  testimonial,  and  these  our  present  letters,  you 
cause  to  be  delivered  the  aforesaid  bond  to  the  aforesaid 
John  and  John,  who  are  bound  as  is  above  stated,  as  is 
fitting,  not  only  on  account  of  our  request  and  love,  but  still 
more  observing  with  what  constant  affection  and  favour 
and  peaceable  disposition,  the  citizens  of  the  aforesaid  city 
of  Danzic  entreat  our  compatriots  in  their  business  relations 
every  day." 

Given  at  York,  etc.,  21th  May,  1421. 

The  charming  little  port  of  Veere3  near  Middelburg  still  shows 
signs,  in  its  grass  grown  quays,  its  beautiful  harbour,  its  stately 
buildings,  of  the  important  position  it  held  in  the  mercantile  life

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of  medieval  Europe.  A  letter  from  the  mayor,  sheriffs,  and 
aldermen  of  York  "  to  the  honorable,  most  potential,  and  ever 
dear  Henricus  de  Borssalia,  Lord  of  Camp  veer,"  proves  that  York 
was  regarded  as  the  principal  city  of  northern  England.  A  well- 
known  sailor,  Johannes  Wacker  from  Veere,  had  been  attacked 
and  illtreated  by  some  English  sailors  ;  the  lord  of  Veere  had 
written  to  demand  redress  from  the  mayor  of  York.  But,  as  the 
mayor  points  out  in  his  reply,  the  delinquents  were  men  of 
Newcastle  and  Hull  over  whom  he  had  no  jurisdiction.  Any 
attempt  on  his  part  to  interfere  might  result  in  the  abrogation 
of  the  privileges  of  York  itself,  "  quod  avertat  bonus  Jesus." 
Nevertheless  he  promises  that,  putting  aside  all  slothfulness  and 
procrastination,  he  will  urge  the  mayors  of  Newcastle  and  Hull 
to  bring  the  evildoers  to  justice. 

There  was  considerable  trade,  too,  with  Dordrecht,  a 
picturesque  little  Dutch  town  at  the  present  time,  but  with  a 
great  wine  trade,  as  its  capacious  cellars  still  testify,  in  the  fifteenth 
century.1 

There  are  a  great  many  entries  in  the  Memorandum  Book 
of  the  naturalization  of  foreigners,  Scotsmen  especially,2  but 
Henricus  Market,3  a  Hanse  merchant,  who  was  enrolled  as  a 
freeman  in  1411,  was  not  naturalized  until  1429-30,  and  then  by 
act  of  parliament  on  the  payment  of  £3  6s.  8d. 

Petrus  van  Uppestall  from  Brabant,4  who  took  up  his 
freedom  in  1402,  paid  twenty  shillings  for  his  naturalization 
in  1414.  He  brought  the  King's  letter  of  naturalization  to  the 
mayor  himself  ;  it  seems  from  the  description  to  have  been  a 
gorgeous  document,  it  was  fastened  with  silken  cords  of  red  and 
green,  and  sealed  with  the  great  seal  of  green  wax. 

Another  and  less  fortunate  class  of  foreigners  were  often  seen 
in  York  in  the  fifteenth  century.  Johannes  Artays  and  Johannes 
Walter,  born  in  Normandy  and  taken  prisoners  there,  came  into 
the  council  chamber  and  swore  on  the  holy  gospels  of  God  on  the

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20th  of  May,  1419,  that  they  would  be  good  and  faithful  prisoners 
to  Willelmus  Barton,  skinner,  serve  him  faithfully,  and  not  absent 
themselves  from  his  service  until  their  redemption  money  was 
fully  paid.1 

The  disturbed  condition  of  the  country  in  1459  led  to 
increased  stringency  in  the  treatment  of  aliens  in  York.  During 
and  after  the  reign  of  Henry  VI.  all  aliens  in  England  paid  double 
the  amount  of  taxes  paid  by  natives,2  but  York  excluded  them 
from  all  municipal  offices,3  and  finally  decided  to  follow  London 
in  its  treatment  of  the  Hanse  merchants.  On  April  27th,  the 
mayor,  alderman,  and  councillors  at  a  meeting  in  the  council 
chamber4  ordained  that  all  foreigners  "  alienigine  "  coming  to 
the  city  should  dwell  only  in  the  hostel  of  the  mayor  and 
commonalty,  "  In  hospicio  maioris  et  communitatis,"  at  the 
sign  of  the  Bull  in  Coney  Street,  unless  they  obtained  a  special 
license  from  the  mayor.5  The  penalty  for  disobedience  was  a 
fine  of  40s.  A  few  days  later,  this  ordinance  was  recited  by  the 
mayor,  read  through  by  the  common  clerk,  in  the  presence  of 
many  of  the  citizens  in  the  gildhall,  and  was  confirmed  by  their 
common  assent  and  wish.  This  is  the  last  entry  in  the 
Memorandum  Book  which  is  concerned  with  the  treatment  of 
the  alien,  except  clauses  which  are  common  to  all  the  gild 
regulations  of  the  period. 

The  ordinances  of  forty-one  misteries  appear  in  the  first  half 
of  the  Memorandum  Book,  only  twenty-six  in  the  second.  The 
predominance  of  the  woollen  industry  in  the  period  is  uncon- 
trovertible  still,  except  the  tapiters,  no  distinctly  textile  gilds 
are  mentioned,  though  various  trades  subsidiary  to  the  cloth 
trade,  as  cappers,  listers,  fullers,  glovers  figure  largely.  The 
architectural  development  of  York  in  the  fifteenth  century  led 
to  great  activity  in  the  building  trades,  glasiers,  carpenters, 
tilers  and  plasterers  are  constantly  in  the  council  chamber  ; 
sometimes  as  suppliants,  oftener  as  arbiters  in  some  dispute

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about  encroachments  or  rights  of  way.  The  growth  of  luxury 
had  developed  and  differentiated  the  metalworking  industries  ; 
Cutlers,  pinners,  goldsmiths  occupy  many  pages  of  the 
Memorandum  Book. 

The  mercers'  is  the  first  mystery  to  appear  in  this  volume. 
One  of  their  number  had  refused  to  hand  over  his  weights  for 
examination  at  the  bidding  of  the  searchers.1  The  custumal 
of  the  city  expressly  states  that  if  any  searcher  finds  any  fault  in 
workmanship  or  behaviour,  he  is  to  bring  the  offender  before  the 
mayor  for  the  time  being.  The  searcher  was  bound  to  do  this 
by  an  oath  sworn  when  he  took  office.2  The  preliminiary 
examination  of  the  delinquent  took  place  before  the  mayor  and 
sheriffs  ;  he  pleaded  not  guilty.  Twelve  jurymen  were  then 
elected  to  try  the  case,  and  reported  to  the  mayor  and  sheriffs 
that  the  charge  was  fully  proved.  It  was  decided  by  the  same 
judges  that  he  should  be  imprisoned,  until  he  paid  a  fine.  Finally 
the  help  of  the  aldermen  was  evoked  to  decide  upon  the  amount 
of  fine.  The  court  thus  augmented  decided  that  for  his  dis- 
obedience, transgression,  rebellion  and  contempt,  the  said 
Willelmus  Hungate  should  forfeit  ten  pounds.  He  at  once  paid 
thirteen  shillings  and  fourpence  ;  the  rest  of  the  money  he  was 
allowed  to  retain,  unless  he  transgressed  again.  These  details 
are  typical  of  all  questions  of  gild  discipline  ;  the  mayor  and 
sheriffs  dealt  with  them,  often  the  aldermen  joined,  the  twenty- 
four  seldom,  the  commonalty  never.  When,  however,  any 
question  arose  affecting  the  pageant  plays,  then  the  citizens  seem 
to  have  been  summoned  to  all  the  deliberations.  No  ordinances 
of  the  mercers  are  found  in  the  Memorandum  Book.  This 
omission  is  not  surprising.3  As  mercers  and  merchants  seem  to 
have  been  interchangeable  terms,  and  as  the  governing  body  of 
York  were  chiefly  merchants,  it  would  have  been  a  work  of 
supererogation  to  gain  their  consent  to  any  change  in  their  own 
enactments.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  were  the  masters  of  the

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mistery  of  mercers  ;  it  was  futile  to  bring  ordinances,  drawn  up 
by  themselves,  into  a  council  chamber  over  which  they  presided. 
But  their  royal  charter,  which  emphasized  their  superiority  to 
the  smaller  and  less  important  misteries,  is  transcribed  in  its 
entirety.1  It  begins  with  the  usual  prologue,  a  contrast  between 
the  flourishing  circumstances  of  the  mercers  in  the  past  and 
their  dire  poverty  in  the  present  :  "  Whereas  many  men  of  the 
mistery  of  mercers  of  our  city  of  York,  abounding  for  a  time  and 
very  rich  as  well  in  merchandize  as  in  other  worldly  matters, 
afterwards  by  misfortune  at  sea  and  other  mischances  have  come 
to  misery  and  want  so  pitiful,  that  they  have  little  or  nothing 
whereof  they  may  live  or  sustain  themselves,  except  by  the 
charity  help  and  gratuities  of  faithful  Christians  and  religious 
people.  Whereupon  divers  stable  and  capable  people  of  substance 
and  influence,  belonging  to  the  mistery  of  the  same  city,  inflamed 
by  zeal  of  charity,  heeding  its  teaching,  and  not  shutting  up 
their  bowels  from  the  want  and  misery  aforesaid,  propose,  as  we 
have  heard/to  purchase  with  our  license  lands,  tenements  and 
rents  ....  to  the  honour  of  God  and  in  aid  and  relief  of  the 
poor  and  indigent  of  the  mistery  aforesaid." y  As  the  mistery 
had  a  large  membership,  it  naturally  included  both  the  successful 
and  unsuccessful  trader,  but  this  exaggerated  picture  of  abject 
poverty  is  at  variance  with  the  account  roll  of  the  society  for 
1432,  which  tells  a  tale  of  prosperity  and  expansion.  The  York 
mercers,  however,  were  always  pedantically  anxious  to  emphasize 
the  difference  between  the  gild  or  fraternity  and  the  mistery. 
The  head  line  of  their  account  rolls  is  always  "  the  account  roll  of 
A.B.  master  of  the  mistery  of  mercers  and  of  the  gild  and  fraternity 
of  the  Holy  Trinity."  Their  gild  was  essentially  a  dual  organiza- 
tion, each  with  its  specialized  functions  ;  the  one  mercantile 
and  industrial,  the  other  religious  and  social  ;  the  one  devoted 
to  fostering  the  worldly  advantage  of  its  members,  the  other 
interested  mainly  in  their  spiritual  welfare  ;  to  the  meeting  of 
the  one  the  members  went  accompanied  by  wives  and  sisters,  to

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the  meetings  of  the  other  they  went  alone.  But  in  the  matter  of 
the  demand  for  a  charter,  they  pursued  a  sound  policy  in  allowing 
the  fraternity  to  overshadow  the  mistery.  The  real  state  of  affairs 
seems  to  have  been  that  the  mercers  of  York,  a  flourishing  com- 
munity of  merchants  carrying  on  both  home  and  foreign  trade, 
wished  to  consolidate  their  financial  position.  If  they  approached 
the  government,  who  did  not  favour  the  concentration  of  wealth 
in  the  hands  of  an  immortal  trading  community,  with  a  simple 
statement  of  their  wishes  possible  refusal  loomed  before  them. 
But  the  amassing  of  wealth  for  charitable  purposes  was  not 
regarded  with  so  much  suspicion  ;  the  mercers  followed  prescnBe? 
medieval  etiquette  in  this  verbose  attempt  to  hide  self-seeking 
under  the  cloak  of  charity. 

Possibly  they  were  actuated  by  another  motive  ;  taxation 
was  capricious  and  the  official  world  eager  to  pounce  upon  wealthy 
subjects  ;  desirous  as  the  mercers  were  to  propitiate  the  govern- 
ment, they  were  even  more  anxious  to  avoid  the  appearance  of 
wealth.  The  successful  business  man  of  the  20th  century  is  the 
one,  who  creates  an  atmosphere  of  capital  around  him  ;  the 
medieval  trader's  chief  object  was  to  create  an  atmosphere  of 
poverty.  However,  the  petition  achieved  its  purpose  ;  in  return 
for  £41  11s.  the  mistery  was  allowed  to  elect  every  year  a  governor 
and  two  wardens,  who  were  empowered  to  purchase  lands,  rents 
and  other  possessions  ;  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  any  court,  secular 
or  ecclesiastical  ;  and  to  have  a  common  seal.1  In  addition, 
they  were  granted  a  license  to  acquire  lands  and  rents  in  York 
to  the  value  of  £10,  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  and  the  maintenance 
of  a  chaplain.  As  far  as  the  direct  evidence  of  the  Memorandum 
Book  goes,  the  weavers  and  the  mercers  are  the  only  York 
misteries,  which  held  charters  directly  from  the  King.  Power 
to  enforce  the  ordinances  of  the  other  misteries  was  granted  by 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  twenty-four.  The  Memorandum  Book 
gives  ample  evidence  of  the  "  civic  feudalism  "2  that  prevailed 
in  York  ;  the  merchants  would  certainly  use  all  effort  to  prevent

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any  other  mistery  obtaining  the  same  advantage  as  themselves. 
Still  probably  the  greater  misteries  in  York,  in  desire  though 
not  in  achievement,  followed  the  lines  of  the  London  craftsmen. 
Unimpeachable  evidence  exists  of  the  steps  by  which  a 
London  mistery  grew  from  a  local  institution,  with  ordinances 
legalized  by  the  mayor,  into  a  powerful  company,  with  a  charter 
granted  by  the  king.  As  the  desultory  associations  of  men. 
whose  only  bond  was  a  common  craft,  became  more  organic,  they 
desired  to  become  "  a  livery  company,"  an  association  with  the 
right  to  wear  a  distinctive  dress,  as  a  symbol  of  their  trade.  This 
stage  of  development  continued  for  a  considerable  period.  But 
as  their  wealth  expanded  their  ambition  grew  ;  they  were  no 
longer  contented  that  their  sole  recognition  as  separate  entities 
and  their  vague  coercive  rights  should  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
mayor.  The  next  step,  their  desire  to  become  a  chartered 
company,  with  national  and  royal  not  merely  local  and  municipal 
authorization,  was  not  realized  until  the  reign  of  Henry  VI. 
He  granted  incorporation  to  nine  London  crafts  ;  the  grocers  in 
1428,  the  fishmongers  in  1433,  the  vintners  in  1436,  the  brewers 
in  1437,  the  drapers  in  1438,  the  cordwainers  in  1439,  the  leather 
sellers  in  1444,  the  haberdashers  in  1447,  and  the  armourers  in 
1452.1 

The  difference  between  London  and  York  seems  to  be  that 
in  York  the  mercers  had  no  rivals  of  sufficient  standing  seriously 
to  challenge  their  supremacy.  It  has  been  already  shown  that 
the  mercers,  when  they  petitioned  for  a  charter,  emphasized  the 
religious  side  of  their  organization  ;  apart,  however,  from  their 
desire  to  obtain  the  charter,  there  were  civic  questions,  which 
rendered  this  emphasis  necessary.  The  mercers  had  secured 
political  supremacy,  but  knowledge  of  the  struggle  for  predomin- 
ance among  the  London  crafts  must  have  brought  home  to  them 
the  importance  of  fortifying  their  position.  The  necessity  for  a 
strict  regulation  of  industrial  and  commercial  organization  was 
never  questioned  by  the  practical  medieval  mind;  but  the 
merchants  aimed  at  more  than  mercantile  control,  the  retention 
of  unquestioned  political  power  in  civic  affairs  was  equally

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essential.  On  the  surface,  the  mistery  side  of  gild  organization 
is  the  more  important  ;  but  subtle  influences,  social  and  religious,, 
evanescent  but  vital,  were  bound  up  in  the  fraternity  element  ; 
the  practical  mayors  and  aldermen  fully  recognized  the  power 
of  this  weapon,  the  control  of  which  was  in  their  hands,  not  in  the 
hands  of  the  church. 

Though  the  Memorandum  Book  gives  no  account  of  any 
fraternity  in  connexion  with  the  mercers,  it  is  quite  clear  from 
their  account  rolls  that  the  gild  or  fraternity  and  the  mistery  were 
entirely  interdependent.  Members  of  the  mercers'  mistery  were 
ipso  facto  members  of  the  mercers'  gild,  and  their  religious,  social 
and  charitable  undertakings  were  not  merged  in  a  separate 
organization  ;  the  master  of  the  mistery  controlled  both  the 
mercantile  and  the  religious  policy.  The  marshals  and  smiths 
seem  to  have  followed  the  same  lines  as  the  mercers,  and  drawn 
no  distinct  demarcation  between  the  social  and  religious,  that  is 
the  gild,  and  the  mercantile,  that  is  the  mistery  side  of  their 
society.1 

The  carpenters  organized  their  fraternity  and  mistery 
differently.  Although  the  two  were  probably  for  practical 
purposes  as  interdependent  as  in  other  crafts,  still  their  ordinances 
emphasize  the  fact  that  if  any  carpenter  belongs  to  the  fraternity, 
he  does  so  of  his  own  free  will ;  whereas  both  mercers  and  marshals 
merge  the  two  sides  into  a  homogeneous  whole.  These  ordinances 
of  the  carpenters'  fraternity  are  of  great  interest  and  value. 
They  contain  a  complete  embodiment  of  the  fraternity  element  ; 
the  enforcement  of  these  fraternity  regulations  by  the  municipality 
represents  the  first  stage  in  the  secularization  of_gilds,  which  was 
not  completed  until  1547.  The  mistery  of  carpenters  requested 
the  mayor,  aldermen  and  twenty-four,  "  maiorem  civitatis  Ebor', 
et  totum  consilium  camere,"  to  consent  to  the  addition  of  four

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new  ordinances  in  1462  ;  they  dealt  with  three  distinct  subjects, 
the  stranger,  the  unskilful  and  insubordinate  worker,  and  the 
fraternity.1  The  stranger,  who  becomes  a  freeman  of  the  city, 
can  only  set  up  as  a  master  in  the  craft,  if  he  pays  iiijd.  each  year 
to  the  upkeep  of  the  pageant  and  light  on  Corpus  Christi  day  ; 
if  he  refuses,  "  than  the  maire  fer  the  tyme  beyng  and  the  counseill 
of  the  chaumbre  shal  supporte  the  said  craft  to  streyne  the  saide 
straungers  as  the  lawe  will."2  In  dealing  with  incompetency  and 
disobedience  the  moral  delinquent  escapes  the  more  lightly  ;  the 
sinner  pays  3s.  4d.,  the  bungler  65.  Sd.  The  clause  dealing  with 
the  fraternity  is  the  most  interesting,  "  that  every  free  man  of 
this  citee,  that  occupies  as  maister  in  the  saide  craft,  not  being 
of  the  fraternity  of  the  same,  shall  pay  yerely  to  the  charges  afore 
written3  as  other  wrights  doo  that  be  of  the  same  fraternite." 
Twenty  years  passed  before  the  carpenters  again  appear  in 
the  council  chamber.  This  time  the  fraternity  ordinances  are 
extraordinarily  complete  ;  they  afford  such  precious  help  in 
visualizing  the  social  life  of  our  medieval  forefathers  that  a 
detailed  analysis  is  necessary.  The  preamble  shows  how  the 
civic  spirit  had  grown  in  York  until  adjectives  sufficiently  strong 
to  express  it  could  hardly  be  found.4  The  maior  is  called  "  the 
ryght  honorabill,"  the  carpenters  belong  "  to  this  full  nobill 
city,"  the  council  represent  "  the  said  full  honourable  cite." 
When  trying  to  avoid  taxation,  when  asking  for  a  new  charter, 
York  brandishes  her  poverty  and  humble  estate,  but  when  no 
object  is  to  be  gained,  the  loving  pride  of  the  citizens  in  their 
city  knows  no  limit.  Not  only  the  virtues  of  the  city  but  the 
antiquity  and  merits  of  the  fraternity  is  recalled,  "  for  as  much 
as  here  afore  thar  hath  beyn  of  old  tym  a  brotherhode  had  and 
usyd  emong  the  occupacion  and  craft  above  said,  the  which  of 
long  continuance  have  usid,  and  as  yit  yerely  use  is,  to  fynd  of 
thar  propir  costes  a  lyght  of  dwyes  torchis  in  the  fest  of  Corpus

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Christ!  day,  or  of  the  morn  aftir,  in  the  honour  and  worship  of 
God  and  all  saintes  ;  and  to  go  in  procession  with  the  same 
torchis  with  the  blessed  sacrament  from  the  Abbey1  foundyd  of 
the  Holy  Trenite  in  Mykylgate  in  the  said  city  ;  and  also  have 
done  and  usyd  diwyrs  odir  right  full  good  and  honourabill  deidis, 
as  her  aftir  it  shall  more  playnly  apeir."  With  pathetic  faith  in 
the  stability  of  things  they  ordain,  "  that  the  said  fraternite  and 
bredirhode  shalbe  hereafter  for  ewyr  kept  and  continued,  as  it 
has  beyn  in  tymis  passid."  Suddenly  reverting  to  practical 
affairs,  they  declare  that  each  brother  has  to  pay  sixpence  for  the 
sustentation  of  the  fraternity — but  a  rider  leaves  to  the  option 
of  the  carpenters,  whether  they  join  the  brotherhood  or  not, 
"  provyding  allway  that  every  man  of  the  said  occupacion  within 
the  said  cite  shalnot  be  compellid  ne  boundyn  to  be  of  the  said 
fraternite  ni  broderhod,  ne  noyn  to  be  thar  of  bot  soch  as  will  of 
thar  free  will."  In  addition  to  the  Corpus  Christi  festivities, 
there  were  two  occasions  on  which  there  were  public  manifestations 
of  the  bond  of  brotherhood,  "  the  said  fraternite  shalbe  togiddir 
ij  tymys  in  the  yere,  the  Sunday  after  Saint  Helen's  day,  and 
the  Sunday  after  or  before  All  Hallows."  All  the  brethren  then 
paid  one  penny  to  the  brotherhood,  and  thirty  successive  dailyl 
masses  were  to  be  said  in  the  priory  of  Austin  Friars2  for  the/; 
souls  of  dead  brethren  and  sisters.  The  absent  brother  wasjj 
fined  a  pound  of  wax  to  be  given  to  the  fraternity,  and  sixpence 
"  to  the  behove  "  of  the  chamber  of  the  city.  "  Also  it  is  ordeyned 
that  yf  ony  of  the  said  fraternite  dy,  the  said  bredirhode  shal 
gyie  for  a  trentall  of  messis  to  be  dooyn  for  hys  sawll  in  the  said 
Freir  Austens,  vs."3  If  the  burial  took  place  within  the  city 
precincts,  the  torches  belonging  to  the  fraternity  were  to  be  lent 
for  the  occasion  ;  they  were  to  be  carried  by  those  in  whose 
keeping  they  were  and  brought  "  home  agane  of  the  bredir  cost,

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and  not  of  the  cost  of  the  deid  person."  The  brother,  who  had 
fully  kept  all  the  ordinances,  was  not  left  to  die  in  poverty,  "  Yf 
ony  of  the  said  fraternite  fall  to  povert,  so  that  tha  may  not 
wyrk,  or  happyn  to  be  blynd,  or  to  leis  thar  gudes  by  unhapp  of 
the  world,  then  the  forseid  bredyrhode  to  gyffe  them  iiijd.  every 
weke,  as  long  as  tha  liff,  by  way  of  almusse."  But  every  pre- 
caution is  taken  that  charity  is  only  given  to  the  really  destitute, 
"  who  was  sworn  apon  a  buke  that  he  shall  trewly  lyffe  apon  hys 
allmous  and  his  awn  gude,  without  wast  or  gyffyng  away  of 
tham,  and  what  so  ewyr  he  levys  at  hys  dying  that  longs  to 
hymself?,  his  dettes  payd  and  his  beriall  resonably  done,  shall 
remain  to  the  said  fraternitie  as  thar  own  propre  gudes."1  Such 
extensive  schemes  required  a  great  deal  of  supervision  ;  four 
keepers  were  appointed  "  the  wich  shall  make  thar  reknyng  every 
yer."  An  embryo  labour  exchange  was  also  started  in  connexion 
with  the  fraternity  ;  "  Thar  shalbe  every  yer  a  brodir  chosyn 
and  assigned  of  the  said  fraternite,  to  whom  every  brothir  that 
is  owt  of  wark  shall  make  knawlege  that  he  is  owt  of  wark,  so 
that  he  that  would  have  a  workman  may  have  knawlege  of  hym 
that  is  owt  of  wark."2  It  may  be  impossible  to  make  men  moral 
by  act  of  parliament,  but  the  fraternity  aimed  at  making  men 
brotherly  by  ordinance,  backed  up  by  heavy  fines  ;  "it  is 
ordeyned  that  if  ony  of  the  said  bredir  have  nede  to  a  warkman 
at  ony  tym,  and  a  nodir  of  hys  bredir  is  owt  of  wark,  and  has  no 
wark  to  doo,  than  the  said  brodir,  that  has  neid  of  a  warkman, 
shall  rather  take  in  to  wark  hys  brodir  of  the  said  fraternite,  than 
ony  odyr  that  is  not  brodyr,  yf  he  will  wyrk  as  he  may  deserif, 
upon  payn  of  forfatour  of  xxrf."3 

In  case  of  non-payment  of  any  of  the  fraternity  dues,  the 
keepers  and  searchers,  acting  under  the  orders  of  .the  mayor  and

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with  the  assistance  of  his  officers,  could  distrain  for  the  payment 
of  the  dues  owing  to  the  fraternity,  as  well  as  for  the  dues  to  the 
city  chamber.  Not  only  the  offender,  but  anyone  who  helped 
him  to  evade  justice,  was  heavily  fined. 

These  twelve  strictly  fraternity  ordinances  are  followed 
by  six  of  the  ordinary  mistery  type  ;  four  of  them  deal  with 
the  apprenticeship  and  journeyman  question,  two  with  trades 
subsidiary  to  the  carpenters.  In  none  of  these  is  the  word 
fraternity  used,  but  a  seventh  ordinance  is  added,  which  applies 
to  both  fraternity  and  mistery.  "  Also  it  is  ordeyned  by  the 
actorite  abovesaid,  that  yf  ony  of  the  said  fraternite  or  eny 
of  the  said  craftes  discowyr  or  disclose  the  counsell  or  ony 
thyng  that  the  said  bredir  or  ony  of  said  occupacions  or  eny 
of  tham  says  at  the  day  or  days  of  thar  assemblys,  that  tha 
meit  for  the  weill  of  thys  cite  and  of  the  said  occupacions, 
that  he  or  tha,  that  so  disclosys  the  said  counsell,  shall  forfate 
as  oft  tymys  as  tha  ar  thar  in  foundyn  defective  xk£."  Two 
more  ordinances  concerning  the  duties  of  the  searchers  follow. 
The  ordinances  of  the  fraternity  and  mistery  are  inextricably 
mixed  ;  it  is  only  by  intrinsic  evidence  that  the  one  can  be 
differentiated  from  the  other.  Still  the  compilers  have  left  no 
possibility  of  error.  The  fourteen  fraternity  clauses  have  either 
the  word  fraternity  or  brotherhood  or  brother  expressly  used  ; 
in  the  remaining  eight  mistery  ordinances  these  words  are 
absent — occupation,  master,  apprentice,  youngman  take  their 
place.  The  fraternity  qua  fraternity  completely  ignores  the 
pageant  plays.  The  carrying  of  torches  (six  according  to  an 
earlier  and  a  later  entry)1  in  the  procession  of  Corpus  Christi  is 
obligatory,  but  the  pageant  duties  are  left  to  the  mistery. 

Although  the  gild  of  Corpus  Christi  was  inaugurated  in  1408, 
it  was  not  incorporated  until  1459,2  possibly  the  entire  severance 
of  the  pageant  from  the  procession  was  not  completed  until  the 
later  date.  Before  Friar  Melton's  revival  both  pageant  and 
procession  were  on  the  same  day.  Even  as  late  as  1462,  the 
carpenters'  fraternity  is  said  to  pay  to  the  charges  of  "  thair

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pageant  and  lights  on  Corpus  day  Christi  (sic)"  as  if  there  was 
some  connexion  between  the  plays  and  the  procession.  Although 
the  carpenters  in  1482  were  not  forced  to  belong  to  the  fraternity, 
they  had  to  pay  for  the  "  lyght  the  morn  after  Corpus  Christi 
day."  Unfortunately  no  list  of  pageant  plays  for  a  later  date 
than  1415  has  so  far  come  to  light ;  in  that  schedule  underneath 
the  carpenters  and  opposite  the  play  acted  by  them,  "  Jesus 
resurgens  de  Sepulcro,"  is  added  in  a  later  hand  joiners,  cart- 
wrights,  carriers,  sawyers,  none  of  whom  are  assigned  a  separate 
play.  By  1563  a  union  of  the  five  crafts  under  the  name  of  the 
carpenters  had  taken  place,1  but  the  phraseology  of  the  ordinance 
in  1482,  which  deals  with  these  different  crafts,  points  to  their 
being  subsidiary  rather  than  submerged  in  the  carpenters.2 
As  the  early  drama  originated  in  ecclesiastical  shows,  it  seems 
just  possible  that  in  the  earlier  stages  of  gild  development,  the 
fraternity,  over  which  originally  the  church  had  much  influence, 
undertook  the  production  of  the  plays,  but  as  ecclesiastical 
supervision  waned  they  became  entirely  secularized,  and  the 
mistery  took  over  what  had  originally  been  fraternity  work. 
An  indenture  dated  February  24th,  1486-7,  which  seems  to  merit 
quotation  as  it  completes  the  picture  of  the  carpenters'  fraternity, 
gives  a  hint  of  some  connexion  between  fraternity  and  pageant  ; 
the  pageant  brought  out  by  the  carpenters  was  the  Resurrection,3 
the  name  of  the  fraternity  of  the  carpenters  was  "  the  holy 
fraternite  of  the  Resurrection."  The  indenture  is  headed,

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serchours  of  the  occupacion  of  the  carpenters  within  the  said 
citie, — James  Wynsell,  Michael  Clerk,  William  Johnson,  and 
Thomas  Hunt,  Keepers  of  the  holy  fraternite  of  the  Resur- 
reccion  of  our  Lord  mayntened  by  the  carpenters  of  the  said 
citie  on  that  other  part ;  witnesseth  that  the  said  prior  and 
covent,  of  ther  nolle  assent  and  consent,  for  them  and  ther 
successours  for  evermore  grauntes  tham  to  syng  every  yere 
two  trentalles  of  messes  for  the  saules  of  all  the  brether  and

and  ther  successours  to  entre  into  all  the  forsaid  ij  meases 
with  the  appurtenaunces  in  ther  olde  estate,  and  tham  to 
occupie  thies  presentes  indentures  notwithstandyng.  In 
witnes  wherof  to  the  oon  partie  of  thies  indentures  to  the 
forsaid  prior  and  convent  remaynyng,  the  said  serchours  and 
kepers  haith  sette  ther  scales.  Yeven  the  day,  yere  and 
place  abovesaid."1 

It  is  obvious  from  this  document  that  the  fraternity, 
represented  by  the  keepers,  had  no  legal  status  apart  from  the 
mistery,  represented  by  the  searchers  ;  fraternity  and  mistery 
were  completely  interdependent.  The  fact,  too,  that  the  fraternity 
is  called  the  fraternity  of  the  Resurrection  of  our  Lord,  and  the 
pageant  play,  acted  by  the  carpenters,  had  as  its  subject,  the 
Resurrection,  seems  to  show  that 'at  some  period  the  fraternity 
played  a  more  important  part  in  the  production  of  the  pageant 
than  the  silence  of  the  carpenters'  fraternity  rules  would  seem  to 
indicate. 

The  gild  of  Corpus  Christi  was  not  fully  organized  until 
1459,  the  allusions  in  the  Memorandum  Books  to  the  lights 
carried  in  the  procession  of  Corpus  Christi  are  few  in  number 
in  comparison  with  the  constant  references  to  the  plays. 
In  1443  the  marshals  and  smiths  obtained  the  mayor's 
consent  to  several2  new  ordinances  :  "  That  al  the  lightes  and 
torches  that  langes  to  both  the  saide  craftes,  as  wele  in  the 
mynster  as  in  other  places,  fro  no  we  furth  be  made  at  the  costes 
and  expenses  of  both  the  said  craftes,  and  spended  to  the  use  of 
eithere  of  thaym,  as  wele  in  the  procession  upon  Corpus  Christi 
day,  as  at  beriall  of  every  man  and  of  thaire  wifes  that  er  or 
shalbe  of  the  said  craftes."3  But  all  the  eight  enactments  have

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a  fraternity  ring  in  them  ;  possibly  the  marshals  and  smiths 
were  not  so  numerous  or  so  important  as  the  carpenters  (the 
official  advisers  of  the  city  on  all  questions  of  property),1  and 
had  not  such  a  highly  organized  fraternity.  The  shipmen  have  a 
similar  ordinance  passed  in  1478  by  mayor,  aldermen  and  twenty- 
four.  "  Firste,  that  every  man  occupiyng  eny  shipping  at  the 
stahe  (sic)  of  this  worshupful  cite  and  is  fraunchest,  whether  he 
be  denisen  or  forant  dwellyng,  be  contributori  to  the  said  shipmen, 
that  is  to  say,  every  man  salyng  as  maister  with  a  freman  pay 
yerely  ijd.  ;  and  he  that  salys  as  a  felowe,  pay  jd.,  to  the  susten- 
tacion  and  upholdyng  as  well  of  the  pageant  of  Noe  as  of  the 
bringing  furth  and  beryng  ef  certan  torches  before  the  shryne  of 
Corpus  Christi  yerely."'2  It  seems  probable  that  the  shipmen, 
many  of  whom  of  necessity  would  be  frequently  absent,  would 
have  a  small  fraternity  or  possibly  even  join  the  fraternity  of 
some  other  craft. 

The  Memorandum  Book  contains  an  extremely  interesting 
and  full  account  of  the  pageant  plays,  from  1376  to  1493.  The 
first  allusion  occurs  in  the  first  volume,  under  the  date  1376  ; 
but  the  entry  proves  conclusively  that  they  were  an  ancient 
institution  even  at  that  early  date.3  In  1394  an  order  was 
issued  that  the  pageants  should  be  played  in  the  places  appointed 
of  old  times.4  In  1397,  RicharcLIL  visited  York  and  attended 
the  performance  of  the  plays.5  The  municipal  authorities 
voted  £11  13s.  Id.,  towards  the  expenses  of  the  pageant  on  this 
occasion.  Richard,  duke  of  York,  father  of  Edward  IV.,  anxious

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for  popularity,  in  1454  came  to  York  for  the  same  purpose. 
"  As  to  my  Lofde  Yorke,  he  abydyth  aboute  York  tille  Corpus 
Christi  Feste  be  passyd,  and  wyth  grete  worship  ys  there 
resseyved."1  But  popular  as  the  plays  were  with  the  audience, 
the  study  of  the  Memorandum  Book  reveals  another  phase  of 
j"  The  question.  The  pageant  plays  appear  for  the  first  time  in  an 
atmosphere  of  discord,  controversy  and  hostility,  they  disappear 
in  an  acrimonious  dispute  between  bladesmith  and  blacksmiths, 
the  mayor  making  a  final  effort  "  for  appeasing  of  diverse  matiers 
of  variences." 

The  first  entry  in  the  second  volume  gives  the  keynote  to 
all  the  other  entries.  In  1387,  Johannes  de  Duffield,  Johannes 
de  Calton,  and  Robertus  de  Malton,  representatives  of  the  skinners, 
bakers  and  dyers  attacked  Robertus  de  Waghen,  because  he  had 
failed  to  fulfil  the  contract  that  he  had  undertaken  to  keep  in 
good  repair  the  house  in  Toft  Green,  where  the  pageants,  that  is 
the  movable  stages  on  which  the  plays  were  acted,  were  lodged. 
This  house  was  city  property  and  paid  a  rent  of  two  shillings  a 
year.2  Robertus  Wagen  was  forced  to  find  a  surety,  who,  in 
case  the  house  was  allowed  to  fall  into  disrepair  again,  would 

e  good  the  damage. 

The  following  year  cs.,  which  Thomas  de  Bukton3  had 
given  to  provide  four  torches  for  the  procession  on  Corpus  Christi 
day,  were  handed  over  to  Stephanus  de  Yolton,  who  in  return 
paid  6s.  8d.  each  year  to  the  pageant  authorities  for  the  loan  ; 
the  mayor  himself  was  pledge  for  the  return  of  the  capital.  The 
medieval  world  must  have  been  ideal  for  lenders,  unattractive 
for  borrowers,  if  6|  per  cent,  had  to  be  paid  even  when  the  surety 
was  unimpeachable.4 

The  ordinances  of  the  various  crafts  do  not  occupy  so  much 
space  as  in  the  previous  volume  ;  still  the  misteries  continue  to 
be  the  predominant  influence  in  the  industrial  life  of  the  people. 
But  like  all  other  institutions  in  all  ages,  it  tried  to  distract 
attention  from  the  decrease  of  its  essential  importance  as  a  factor

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in   the   city's   development   by   the   increase   of   its   spectacular   M 
demonstrations  ./VThe  references  to  the  pageant  plays  augment 
in  number  and  interest  as  the  century  progresses.     One  point 
emerges  clearly  ;    the  men  themselves  found  the  upkeep  of  the 
plays  aB—iiituleiaitte^mrd"  vexatious   burden.     The  crowds  that 
thronged  the  streets  undoubtedly  appreciated  the  show  ;    those, 
too,  deriving  profit  from  the  visitors,  whom  it  attracted  to  the 
city,  were  equally  appreciative  ;    but  time  after  time  the  sorely 
burdened  craftsman  appeared  in  the  council  chamber  on  Ouse- 
bridge  to  beg  for  exemption.  ^Aie  puritanic  opposition  to  the 
drama,  in  the  sixteenth  century,  had  probably  its  roots  in  the 
inherited  prejudice  provoked  by  these  enforced  contributions  to 
the  medieval  stage  in  the  fifteenth.     Another  new  feature  forces 
attention  in  these  later  mistery  regulations,  the  foreigner,  not 
necessarily  an  alien,  but  always  a  man  from  another  town  or  \ 
country,    is    more    frequently   provided   for   in   the    ordinance's^ 
The    failure    of    total   exclusion    had    forced    the    position  ;   the 
foreigner  filtered  through  ;   obviously  it  was  safer  to  acknowledge 
his  presence  than  to  leave  him  uncontrolled.     Though  chrono-    \ 
lical  sequence  is  not  strictly  followed,  the  new  gild  legislation 
belongs  chiefly  to  the  fifteenth  century.     The  number  of  entries 
about  the  pageant  plays  testifies  to  the  important  place  they  held 
in  the  life  of  the  city.     One  investigator  suggests  that  it  would 
almost  appear  as  if  in  Shrewsbury  the  gilds  existed  for  the  sake 
of  the  procession  on  Corpus  Chris ti  day.1     The  Coventry  Leet 
Book    contains  endless    allusions  to  the   pageant  plays  in  that 
town.2     It  is,  however,  important  to  remember  that  the  pageant 
plays  were  by  no  means  the  spontaneous  expression  of  the  sheer 
joy  of  life  of  men  actuated  partly  by  religious  zeal,  partly  by 
social  exuberance  ;   the  grudging  craftsmen  rather  regarded  them 
as  an  intolerable  and  vexatious  burden,  from  which  they  were    /„»  \ 
unable    to    free    themselves.3     The    first    important    entry    con- j       *L 
cerning  the  plays  does  not  occur  until  1417.     The  notability  of  I  .4.  . 
the  occasion  may  be  gauged  by  the  fact  that  as  the  meeting  was

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held  in  the  common  hall,  not  in  the  chamber  on  Ousebridge, 
evidently  a  large  attendance  was  expected.  It  is  the  most 
representative  meeting  of  the  community  that  the  Memorandum 
Book  has  registered.  The  mayor,  both  sheriffs,  nine  aldermen, 
the  recorder,  thirteen  of  the  twenty-four,  both  chamberlains, 
and  a  multitude  of  other  citizens,  "  unacum  multitudine  aliorum 
civium,"  were  present.  The  first  business  was  the  recapitulation 
of  the  ordinance  passed  in  1398-9,  which  had  decided  that  the 
pageants  should  be  played  at  the  doors  of  the  important  civic 
officials  as  well  as  other  places.  The  first  act  of  the  long  day's 
work  began  at  the  gates  of  the  priory  of  the  Holy  Trinity  ;  the 
pageant  then  passed  down  Micklegate,  where  four  performances 
were  given  ;  four  more  took  place  in  Coney  Street,  one  at  the 
Castlegate  end,  another  at  the  end  of  Jubbergate  (Market  Street),1 
the  next  at  the  house  of  Henry  Wyman,2  the  last  before  the 
common  hall.  The  play  then  moved  up  Stonegate,  where  the 
players  stopped  once,  at  the  house  of  the  late  Adam  del  Bryg  ; 
the  three  final  performances  were  given  at  the  gates  of  the  Minster, 
in  Low  Petergate,  and  upon  the  Pavement.3  But  apparently 
the  populace  had  resented  the  amount  of  money  made  by  those, 
before  whose  houses  the  plays  were  enacted.  "  The  mayor, 
'  the  probi  homines,'  and  the  whole  community,  therefore,  by 
their  unanimous  consent  and  assent  passed  a  [new]  ordinance. 
Those,  who  receive  money  for  the  stands,  which  they  erect  before 
their  doors  in  the  aforesaid  places  upon  ground  belonging  to  the 
community  from  those,  who  sit  upon  them,  shall  pay  every  third 
penny  of  the  money  thus  received  to  the  treasurers  of  the  city, 
to  be  applied  for  the  use  of  the  said  community.  If  they  refuse 
to  pay  the  third  penny  in  this  way  or  to  make  some  other  equitable 
arrangement  with  the  chamber,  that  then  the  play  shall  be 
transferred  to  other  places  at  the  discretion  and  wish  of  the  mayor 
for  the  time  being  and  of  the  council  of  the  chamber  of  the  city — 
no  one  opposing  this  ordinance  with  the  exception  of  a  few  owners 
of  stands  in  Micklegate."4

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And  it  was  further  ordained  by  common  consent  "  that  the 
banners  of  the  play  of  Corpus  Christi,  painted  with  the  arms  of 
the  city,1  should  be  delivered  yearly,  on  the  eve  of  Corpus  Christi, 
to  be  erected  at  the  places  where  there  is  to  be  a  play  of  the  pageants 
on  the  following  day  ;  and  that  the  banners  themselves  every 
year  shall  be  brought  back  to  the  council  chamber  of  the  city 
without  delay,  on  the  day  following  the  said  feast  of  Corpus 
Christi."2 

At  a  smaller  meeting  held  a  few  days  after  in  the  council 
chamber,  the  mayor  and  council  restated  the  case  ;  "  seeing  that 
everyone  according  to  his  condition  bears  his  burden  in  the 
maintenance  of  the  said  play,  it  was  unanimously  ordained  that 
for  the  benefit  of  the  community  the  places  for  the  playing  of  the 
aforesaid  play  shall  be  altered,  unless  those,  before  whose  houses 
it  was  formerly  played,  shall  pay  to  the  community  some  fixed 
sum  in  return  for  their  own  individual  advantage,  which  they 
thus  receive  each  year.  And  that  in  all  subsequent  years  as  long 
as  that  play  shall  happen  to  be  played,  it  shall  be  played  before 
the  doors  and  houses  of  those  who  are  willing  to  pay  most  richly 
and  well  to  the  chamber,  and  to  do  the  most  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  community  for  the  sake  of  having  the  play  in  the  same 
place — not  showing  any  favour  to  any  person  for  any  individual 
advantage,  but  only  what  is  held  to  be  the  public  welfare  of  the 
whole  community  of  York."3 

Johannes  Morton,  who  was  to  be  mayor  the  following  year, 
had  at  the  first  meeting  opposed  the  motion,  as  the  owner  of  a 
house  in  Micklegate,  before  which  the  pageant  was  represented. 
At  this  second  meeting,  however,  he  completely  withdrew  all 
opposition,  "  and  the  aforesaid  reverend  man  Johannes  Moreton, 
in  respect  of  his  tenements  submitted  himself  entirely  to  the 
discretion  and  ruling  of  the  mayor  and  council  with  reference  to

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the  aforesaid  play,  in  respect  of  the  play  before  the  gate  of  his 
dwelling  in  the  street  of  Micklegate,  and  in  other  tenements  in 
the  city."1 

In  a  natural  reaction  from  the  misstatement  of  Mr.  Toulmin 
Smith,2  there  is  a  tendency  to  forget  that  although  the  procession 
of  Corpus  Christi  had  no  direct  connexion  with  the  pageant 
plays,  still  it  was  in  existence  long  before  the  gild  of  Corpus 
Christi  was  inaugurated,3  and  that  as  it  took  place  for  several 
years  on  the  same  day  as  the  pageant  plays  were  acted,  doubtless 
the  craftsmen  took  a  prominent  part ;  in  fact,  the  number  of 
torches  to  be  borne  in  the  procession  by  each  craft  is  twice  given 
in  the  Memorandum  Book,4  and  fines  imposed  by  the  misteries 
are  sometimes  appropriated  to  keep  up  processional  lights  and 
^torches.  Marshals,  smiths  and  shipmen  all  had  special  ordinances 
dealing  with  the  subject.5  Unfortunately  the  festival  was  often 
connected  in  the  minds  of  law-abiding  citizens  with  tumults  and 
disturbances.  In  1419,  the  skinners  came  to  complain  to  the 
mayor  that  as  they  bore  their  lighted  torches  in  the  procession 
"  coram  Corpore  Christi  ibidem  presenti,"  several  men  of  the 
crafts  of  carpenters  and  shoemakers  attacked  them  with  sticks 
and  axes.  Not  only  was  this  a  serious  breach  of  the  peace,  but 
it  also  impeded  the  procession.  Two  carpenters  and  a  cordwaner 
were  imprisoned  and  then  brought  before  the  mayor.  They 
threw  themselves  on  the  mercy  of  the  chamber  ;  they  were  bound 
over  to  keep  the  peace  by  a  bond  of  £100,  and  eight  sureties 
undertook  in  writing  to  be  answerable  for  them.6  In  1421  the 
saucemakers,  tilemakers,  turners,  hayresters,  boilers  and  millers 
asked  that  their  plays,  "  the  Suspencio  Jude,  the  Condemnacio 
Christi,  the  Flagellacio  et  Coronacio  cum  Spinis,  and  the  Particio 
Vestimentorum  Christi "  should  be  combined  into  one  play. 
The  mayor  and  council  agreed  ;  but  the  amalgamation  seems  to

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have  resulted  in  disputes  as  to  payment.  In  the  following  year  ' 
the  craftsmen  submitted  to  arbitration.  The  decision  was  that 
the  production  of  the  play  should  be  entrusted  to  the  saucemakers 
and  tilemakers  ;  the  millers  should  pay  them  ten  shillings  a 
year,  but  two  of  them  should  accompany  the  pageant  and  share 
the  refreshments  "  in  cibo  potuque  solacia  percipiant."  The 
hayresters  only  paid  five  shillings,  and  only  one  of  their  craft 
went  with  the  pageant.  Apparently  the  men  were  attempting 
to  use  the  pageants  as  a  means  of  advertizement ;  this  effort  was 
sternly  repressed.  None  of  the  trades  should  place  any  sign  of 
their  trade  above  the  pageant — the  arms  of  the  city  only  were 
tolerated.  Ten  years  later  the  saucemakers,  too,  retired  and  paid  / 
five  shillings  to  the  tilers  in  preference  to  acting  themselves.1 

In  1422  the  painters,  stainers,  pinners  and  latoners  suggested 
to  the  mayor  and  council  that  it  would  be  a  distinct  gain  to  the 
audience  if  the  two  plays,  for  which  they  were  answerable,  were 
amalgamated  and  curtailed.  The  mayor,  aldermen  and  council 
of  the  chamber  benignantly  accepted,  and  cordially  commended 
the  craftsmen  for  their  laudable  proposition.  They  decreed  that 
from  that  time  the  painters  and  stainers  should  be  exempt  from 
bringing  out  a  play,  but  should  pay  five  shillings  annually  to  the 
pinners  and  latoners,2  who  would  undertake  to  bring  out  the  two 
abbreviated  plays  in  their  new  form.3 

Three  years  later  a  new  and  vivifying  force  was  brought 
to  bear  on  these  Corpus  Christi  festivals.  It  seemed  as  if  a 
spiritual  power  was  about  to  raise  them  from  the  atmos- 
phere of  tumults,  quarrels  arid  grudging  performance  into  a

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higher  plane,  where  they  should  become  a  permanent  means 
of  recalling  a  sordid  people  annually  to  their  religious 
duties.  Willelmus  Melton,  a  brother  of  the  order  of  friars 
minors,  learned  in  the  scriptures,  preached  earnestly  to  the 
people  that  they  should  leave  off  the  noisy  drunken  riots, 
which  disgraced  the  celebration  of  the  festival.  He  showed  them 
that  they  imperilled  their  immortal  souls,  and  lost  all  the 
indulgences  granted  by  the  blessed  Pope  Urban  IV.  His  eloquence 
was  so  convincing  that  the  mayor  called  a  special  council  meeting 
to  discuss  the  matter.  Evidently  they  were  anxious  to  avoid 
committing  themselves  to  quite  such  a  gloomy  view  of  the  effect 
of  the  festivals  on  the  morals  of  York,  as  that  held  by  the  revivalist.1 
They  met  the  predicament  with  circumspection.  They  prefaced 
their  decision  by  the  safe  platitude  that  it  could  not  be  a  crime 
nor  could  it  offend  God,  if  good  were  turned  into  better,  "  quod 
delictum  non  est,  nee  Deiim  offendit,  si  bonum  in  melius 
l  commute tur."  But  they  refused  to  act  until  they  had  felt  the 
\  popular  pulse  ;  so  they  convened  a  large  city  assembly  in  the 
common  hall.  The  more  democratic  assembly  showed  the 
greater  religious  zeal.  It  was  solemnly  proclaimed  by  common 
Consent  that  procession  and  plays  should  be  held  on  separate 
days  ;  the  plays  to  be  acted  on  the  day  before  the  feast,  the 
procession  on  Corpus  Christi  day.  Thus,  citizens  and  visitors 
could  perform  all  their  religious  duties,  obtain  the  indulgences, 
and  still  not  sacrifice  their  traditional  love  of  the  dramatic 
representations.2  The  influence  of  Willelmus  soon  passed,

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the  people  obtained  two  holidays,  but  continued  to  perform 
their  plays  on  Corpus  Christi  day  and  relegated  the  religious 
procession  to  the  following  day.  In  other  directions,  however, 
the  friar  was  more  directly  successful,  he  induced  the  citizens  to 
close  their  shops  on  Sundays  ;  and  anxious  to  destroy  sin,  being 
a  lover  of  virtue,  "  volens  peccatum  destruere  et  amator 
honestatis,"  he  persuaded  the  mayor  to  put  an  old  ordinance  in 
force,  which  obliged  whores  either  to  find  sureties  for  good 
behaviour,  or  to  relinquish  their  manner  of  life,  or  to  leave  the 
city.1 

In  1431  the  goldsmiths  came  into  the  council  chamber  with 
a  piteous  story  of  their  overburdened  condition.  The  recital  of 
their  woes  loses  much  by  translation,  still  the  passage  gives  such 
a  terse  and  vivid  picture  of  the  burdensome  nature  of  the  pageant 
policy  that  the  whole  seems  to  merit  reproduction. 

"  In  the  name  of  God,  Amen.  It  must  not  be  over- 
looked but  rather  committed  to  memory  that  the  goldsmiths 
of  the  city  of  York,  during  years  gone  by,  have  borne  a 
grievous  burden  and  enormous  costs  on  account  of  their 
two  pageants  in  the  play  of  Corpus  Christi.  But  now  the 
world  is  changed  for  them,  they  have  become  poorer  than 
they  were  wont  to  be,  their  wealth  has  decreased  in  the 
way  mentioned  before.  They  came  in  great  numbers  to 
appeal  to  the  great  men  and  the  council  of  the  chamber 
in  order  to  get  assistance  in  this  matter  for  the  relief  of 
their  burdens,  which  were  too  heavy  to  be  borne.  But  if 
this  is  impossible,  they  ask  that  they  might  be  relieved 
from  one  of  their  pageants  with  its  attendant  expenses, 
which  increase  continually,  for  [they  said]  that  they  could 
no  longer  bear  the  burden  of  both  their  pageants  without 
enormous  trouble  to  themselves.  On  the  other  hand  the 
masons  of  this  city  grumbled  among  themselves  about 
their  pageant  in  the  play  of  Corpus  Christi  in  which 
Fergus2  was  scourged,  because  the  subject  matter  of  that

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pageant  is  not  contained  in  holy  scripture  and  gave  rise  to 
more  laughter  and  noise  than  devotion.    Sometimes  quarrels, 
disputes  and  fights  arose  from  it  among  the   people  ;    and 
they  could  seldom  or  never  produce  and  play  their  pageant 
by  daylight  like  the  earlier  pageants.     The  masons,  there- 
fore, desired    with    a    great    desire    to   be   freed  from   this 
pageant,  and   to  be   allowed    another,  which   should   be   in 
accordance  with  holy  scripture  and  could  be  produced  and 
played  by  daylight.     And  for  the  fulfilment  of  these  their 
desires  both  the  parties  aforesaid   [the   goldsmiths   and  the 
masons]  made  applications  and  prayers  to  the  mayor  and 
council  to  obtain  their  willing  consent  and  good  will  in  this 
matter.     Whereupon    Thomas    Snaudon,    mayor,    and    also 
the    aldermen     and    council    of    the    chamber,    graciously 
forwarding  the  wishes  and  desires  of  the  men  of  the  aforesaid 
crafts,  and  deeming  them  in  accordance  with  what  was  fitting, 
gave  judgment  that  the  aforesaid  goldsmiths  for  the  decrease 
of  their  grievous  burdens  should  be  relieved  of  one  of  their 
pageants — namely,  that  of  Herod.     And  likewise  that  the 
masons    should   be    relieved    and    quit    of    the    pageant    of 
Fergus.     And  that  the  said  masons  shall  have  for  themselves 
and  their  craft  the  aforesaid  pageant  of   Herod,  which  the. 
goldsmiths   previously   had   produced  ;     and  produce   it  at 
their  expense  and  play  it  in  a  more  fitting  manner,  which 
is  seemly  for  the  honour  of  the  city,  as  often  as  the  aforesaid 
pageant  shall  happen  to  be  played  in  the  aforesaid  city."1 
In  1476  an  effort  was  made  to  raise  the  standard  of  the 
performances.     The  mayor  and  council  ordained  "that  yerely  in 
the  tyme  of  lentyn  there  shall  be  called  afore  the  maire    .... 
iiij  of  the  moste  conyng  discrete  and  able  players    ....    to 
serche  here  and  examen  all  the  plaiers  and  plaies  and  pagentes 
thrughoute   all   the    artificers    belonging   to   the    Corpus    Christi 
play."2     Only  those  players  "  sufficiant  in  personne  and  conyng  " 
were  accepted,  "insufficient  personnes  either  in  conyng,  voice,  or 
personne  to  discharge,  ammove,  and  avoide."     Two  years  later

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a  new  station  for  the  performance  of  the  plays  was  instituted. 
The  extract  is  interesting  as  it  gives  some  idea  of  the  amount  of 
money  those,  who  paid  for  the  right  to  have  the  plays  enacted 
before  their  houses,  expected  to  get  for  the  trouble  and  expense 
of  erecting  grand  stands.  Henricus  Watson  and  Thomas 
Diconson,  pikemongers,  in  Ousegate  at  the  east  end  of  Ousebridge, 
paid  11s.  a  year,  for  a  twelve  years'  lease  of  this  right. 

The  twenty-four  misteries,  which  brought  their  ordinances 
into  the  council  chamber  to  have  alterations  or  innovations 
ratified  by  the  mayor  and  council,  cover  almost  a  century — the 
first  is  dated  1409,  the  last  1493.  Unfortunately  there  is  a  long 
period  from  1431  to  1463,  when  there  was  either  no  new  gild 
legislation,  or  it  was  not  considered  sufficiently  important  to  be 
registered.  Marshals  and  smiths,  stringers,  parchmentmakers, 
plasterers  and  tile  makers,  fullers  and  shearers,  cooks,  goldsmiths, 
tilers  and  wrights,  curriers,  walkers,  glasiers,  broggers,  tapiters, 
patoners,  botellers  and  bowgemakers,  listers,  sadlers,  shipmen, 
tanners,  pinners  and  wiredrawers,  cutlers,  carpenters,  cappers, 
blacksmiths  and  bladesmiths,  vintners  and  hatmakers  all  appealed 
to  the  civic  government  to  settle  their  disputes,  to  legalize  their 
new  ordinances,  or  to  approve  of  their  pageant  procedure.  ^s*~\ 

Drake  quotes  a  city  ordinance  of  1519,  in  which  the  mayor      f\ 
and  his  brethren  claim  that  the  punishment  of  craftsmen  for 
breach  of  their  ordinances  was  in  their  hands,  not  in  the  hands  of 
the   searchers   of   the   mystery.1     But   the   whole   tenor   of   the 
Memorandum  Book  shows  conclusively  that  this  ordinance  was  X 
only   a    reiteration    not    an    innovation.     One    of   the    customs 
claimed    by    the    city    is    that    if    the    searchers   discover  any 
breach   of   the    ordinances   of   the    craft,   they  shall    bring    the 
matter    before    the    mayor    for    the    time    being.2      Naturally 
the    hold    of    the    council   on   the    crafts   would    ebb    and    flow 
as  the    tide   of  the    popularity  and   power  of  the    mayor   and    j 
his  brethren  fluctuated  ;   but  that  during  the  whole  of  the  period    I

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of  the  Memorandum  Book  their  power  over  the  crafts  was  un- 
disputed is  clear.  It  is,  of  course,  possible  that  in  any  struggle 
between  council  and  crafts,  if  victory  fell  to  the  crafts,  the  council 
did  not  register  their  own  defeat ;  but  judgment  must  be  based 
on  general  impressions  gained  from  the  general  tendency  of  the 
crafts  as  a  whole,  and  even  the  most  cursory  survey  reveals  the 
servility  with  which  the  crafts  approach  the  civic  rulers. 
"  Dominus  maior"1  is  not  sufficiently  expressive  of  their  lowly 
attitude — "  reverendus  dominus,"2  "  right  worshipful  sir  maiour  of 
this  wirshipful  city"3  are  terms  used.  In  1482,  when  new  ordinances 
were  brought  into  the  council  chamber  by  the  cappers,  they  were 
endorsed  by  the  mayor  and  "  the  hole  counsell,"  to  the  clause 
dealing  with  the  duties  of  the  searchers  a  rider  is  added  "  provi- 
dyng  all  way  that  the  mair  for  the  tym  beyng  have  the  examina- 
cion  and  correccion  herof."4  The  fact  that  the  cloth  industry 
was  supreme  in  the  council  would  strengthen  its  hold  over  the 
crafts  subsidiary  to  that  trade,  as  the  cappers  and  fullers.  The 
last  named  mistery  were  granted  the  search  over  foreign5  fullers, 
in  1425.  The  council  meeting  was  unusually  large  and  strongly 
representative  of  the  woollen  interests  ;  with  one  exception,  a 
goldsmith,  the  twenty-seven  members  were  mercers.  Both  the 
mayor  of  the  city  and  the  mayor  of  the  staple  were  there  ;  seven 
of  the  twelve  aldermen  and  sixteen  of  the  twenty-four  were  also 
present.  But  the  right  of  search  was  accompanied  by  a  strong 
exhortation  to  the  searchers  to  deal  fairly  by  these  outsiders. 
"  Ita  quod  non  ostendant  eis  odium  nee  maliciam  in  scrutando."6 
The  stringers'  ordinances,  too,  show  clearly  how  strong  was  the 
hold  of  the  council  on  the  crafts  ;  any  bowstrings  that  were  found

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on  search  to  be  defective  were  to  be  brought  to  the  council  chamber 
and  there  remain  until  they  were  burnt.1 

In  1463-4  the  lack  of  work  among  the  walkers  in  the  city 
seriously  alarmed  the  governors  of  the  city.  "  In  tyme  passed 
men  of  the  said  craft  of  walkers,  inhabitauntes  within  the 
saide  citee  wer  wont  to  full  and  wirke  all  manere  of  clothe  made 
within  this  citee,  and  also  grete  parte  of  clothe  made  in  the  contree 
aboute  the  saide  citee,  at  which  tyme  were  many  honest  and 
thrifty  men  of  the  said  craft  inhabitaunt  in  the  same  citee,  and 
nowe  thay  be  fewer  and  porer  for  lak  of  wark,  that  goeth  at  thies 
dayes  into  the  contree."  They  passed  an  ordinance  at  the  request 
of  the  craft  that  no  citizen  should  have  his  cloth  fulled  by  walkers 
from  the  country.  But  a  rider  was  added,  which  shows  how 
completely  the  city  controlled  the  crafts.  "Forseyne  alway  that 
if  it  can  be  thoght  to  the  maire,  aldremen  and  counseill  of  the 
chaumbre  and  comons  at  eny  tyme  after  this  to  be  eny  hurtr 
prejudice,  or  inconvenient  in  this  ordenaunce  or  any  parte  ther  of 
to  the  comon  wele,  worship,  or  profitte  of  this  citee,  that  than  it 
shalbe  lefull  to  thayme  to  adnull,  adde,  correcte,  refourme,  and 
amende  this  ordenaunce,  and  every  parte  ther  of,  after  thaire 
wisdomes  and  discrecions,  to  the  honour  of  the  citie  and  wele  of 
the  crafte."2  This  is  the  most  autocratic  statement  of  the  absolute 
authority  claimed  by  the  mayor  and  his  brethren  that  the  Memor- 
andum Book  furnishes. 

But  the  disagreements  between  the  different  crafts  certainly 
strengthened  the  hands  of  the  mayor  and  council,  and  enabled 
them  to  put  their  latent  power  into  force  without  rousing  general 
resentment.  The  history  of  the  mistery  of  tanners  brings  out 
this  point  very  clearly.  In  1427  a  great  controversey  raged 
between  tanners  and  cordwainers,  as  to  the  search  of  tanned 
leather.  Both  disputants  bound  themselves  to  submit  to  the 
judgment  of  the  mayor  and  council.  The  award  begins  with  a 
counsel  of  perfection,  all  men  of  both  crafts  are  to  be  good  friends 
for  ever,  there  was  to  be  no  renewal  of  discord.  They  were  not, 
however,  called  upon  to  kiss  each  other,  a  ceremony  often  insisted

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upon  by  mayors  of  a  freakish  disposition.1  But  the  feelings  of 
the  council  were  obviously  against  the  tanners  ;  eight  searchers 
of  tanned  leather  were  to  be  appointed,  two  from  each  of  the 
crafts  tanners,  cordwainers,  girdlers,  and  curriers.  Cordwainers 
were  to  go  to  the  house  of  the  tanner,  inform  him  of  the  kind  and 
amount  of  leather  required,  and  the  price  was  to  be  settled  ;  then 
the  tanner,  at  his  own  expense,  was  to  send  the  leather  to  the 
common  hall,  where  in  a  room  appointed  for  the  purpose,  it  was 
to  be  searched.  If  on  search  the  leather  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory,  it  was  sealed  with  the  tanners'  seal.  If  the 
searchers  failed  in  their  duty,  they  were  to  be  judged  at  the 
discretion  of  the  mayor  and  council.  If,  in  spite  of  all  these 
precautions,  the  cordwainer  found  his  leather  defective,  his  case 
was  submitted  to  the  mayor,  and  tried  either  at  the  king's  or 
complainant's  suit,  according  to  the  statute  provided  for  such 
occasions.2 

Evidently  the  tanners  had  not  submitted  to  these 
humiliating  terms  without  a  struggle,  in  which  they  must  have 
been  deprived  of  their  rights  as  freemen  ;  the  year  following, 
however,  the  franchise  was  restored  to  them.  Kicardus  Russell, 
the  new  mayor,  seems  to  have  had  his  sympathies  enlisted  on 
their  side.  The  tanners  came  to  him  and  the  council  with  urgent 
requests  and  humble  petitions,  and  submitted  their  ordinances 
*'  in  alto  et  basso,"  to  them.  The  civic  governors,  anxious  as 
they  said,  to  spare  them  the  tedious  and  excessive  inconvenience 
of  the  elaborate  system  of  search  instituted  under  the  previous 
mayor,  made  new  arrangements.  But  first  and  before  all  things, 
they  gave  back  to  them  the  liberty  of  the  city,  which  had  been 
taken  from  them  on  account  of  their  transgressions.  So  long  as 
the  leather  was  tanned  by  themselves,  their  right  of  search  was 
restored  without  let  or  hindrance  of  the  men  of  other  crafts.  It 
had  to  be  sealed  with  their  ancient  and  customary  seal,  and  then 
they  had  a  free  passage  whithersoever  they  wished  by  land  or 
water.  The  use  of  a  trade  mark  was  general  among  the  crafts

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at  an  early  period.1  But  apparently  it  was  not  until  later  and 
only  in  the  textile  trades  that  the  council  assumed  complete 
control  over  them.2  The  leather,  however,  bought  from  the 
country  tanners  had  still  to  be  taken  to  the  common  hall  to  be 
searched.  Again  the  story  illustrates  the  subordination  of  the 
crafts.  One  year  the  entire  constitution  of  the  mistery  is  changed, 
the  searchers  only  exercise  their  right  under  the  tutelage  of  other 
crafts,  the  masters  are  deprived  of  their  civic  position  ;  the  next 
year  a  wave  of  the  civic  wand  and  the  mistery  is  restored  to  its 
former  position.3  But  the  tanners  seem  to  have  learnt  caution 
by  experience,  nearly  half  a  century  elapses  before  they  again 
evoke  the  civic  help  ;  then  the  changes  they  require  are  of  minor 
importance.  One,  however,  shews  that  entrance  to  the  mistery 
is  still  jealously  guarded  ;  "  first  i*f  there  be  any  maner  man  that 
is  not  of  the  tanner  craft  and  shall  hapan  to  wedde  and  take  to 
wife  a  widowe  of  the  same  craft,  then  that  man  shall  paie  er  he 
occupie,  and  by  his  sersours  of  the  saide  craft  admitted  thereunto, 
xls.,  the  oone  half  unto  the  chaumbre  of  the  citie,  and  the  other 
half  to  the  supportacion  of  the  pageaunt  and  charges  of  the 
saide  craft."4 

There  is  little  in  the  Memorandum  Book  to  support  the 
theory  that  "  the  England  of  the  fifteenth  century  possessed  a 
definite  system  of  technical  training."5  The  ordinances  of  the 
lorimers  of  London  in  1269  stipulated  that  no  apprentice  should 
be  taken  for  less  than  ten  years.  But  that  some  sort  of  training 
must  have  grown  side  by  side  with  the  specialization  of  industry

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is  of  course  obvious.  Unfortunately  the  register  of  apprentices 
for  York  does  not  begin  until  the  year  146 1,1  and  the  earliest 
indenture  which  has  come  to  light  is  for  the  year  1371. 2  From 
that  indenture  the  master,  a  bower,  and  the  apprentice's  sponsor, 
Thomas  de  Kyghlay,  a  chaplain,  seem  more  concerned  with  the 
youth's  moral  and  physical  well  being  than  the  development  of 
his  technical  skill.  But  the  earliest  dated  set  of  ordinances  of 
the  York  craftsmen  yet  discovered,  those  of  the  girdlers  of  1307, 
had  an  apprenticeship  clause  :  "  Also  that  na  maister  take  na 
apprentice  in  that  craft  for  to  lere  hym,  but  alanely  ane,  and  that 
apprentice  sail  abide  with  his  master  foure  yere  at  the  lest."3 
The  idea  that  "  Not  many  of  the  provincial  towns  or  gilds  made 
regulations  until  the  fifteenth  century,  e.g.,  rules  were  made  in 
York  in  1415,  Northampton  in  1430,  Exeter  in  1450,"4  is  entirely 
erroneous.  In  1415  there  were  at  least  eighty- two  different 
crafts  in  York  ;  the  majority  of  these  had  certainly  gilds  with 
both  a  fraternity  and  a  mistery  side  in  the  fourteenth  century. 
Possibly  many  of  them  existed  in  the  thirteenth  century.  It  is 
true  that  during  the  fifteenth  century  many  of  those  of  a  much 
earlier  date  brought  their  ordinances  into  the  council  chamber 
to  have  new  clauses  added,  but  this  does  not,  of  course,  mean 
initiation,  only  alteration  and  innovation. 

Fullers,  bowers,  saddlers,  tailors,  shearers  and  listers  had 
their  ordinances  revised  in  the  fourteenth  century.  Apprentices 
are  legislated  for  in  each  case,  nor  is  there  a  hint  that  the  appren- 
tice was  a  novelty.5  So  general  had  apprenticeship  become  by 
the  fifteenth  century  that  of  the  twenty-four  misteries  that 
brought  their  ordinances  into  the  council  chamber  in  the  fifteenth 
century,  only  five  marshals  1409,6  parchment  makers  1422,7

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plasterers  and  tilers  1422,1  glasiers  1463,2  hatmakers  14933  have 
definite  seven  year  apprenticeship  clauses  ;  of  the  remaining 
seventeen  fifteen  regard  the  subject  as  settled,  and  pass  it  over  in 
silence.  The  stringers'  ordinances  of  14204  lay  down  the  rule 
that  neither  man  nor  woman  could  take  an  apprentice  for  less 
than  four  years  ;  the  curriers  have  a  six  years'  apprenticeship.5 
But  even  had  this  definite  evidence  been  non-existent,  it  is  entirely 
incredible  that  York  should  only  have  inaugurated  in  1415  a 
system  that  was  practised  in  London  in  1269,  if  not  earlier. 
There  was  less  difference  between  the  York  and  London  of  the 
fourteenth  than  the  twentieth  century.  That  it  should  have 
been  almost  a  century  and  a  half  later  in  development  than 
London  is  contrary  to  all  existing  evidence  of  its  economic 
condition. 

But  the  same  ordinances,  that  prescribe  an  apprentice- 
ship, also  provide  a  loophole  by  which  those  willing  to  pay  can 
escape  the  tedium  of  training.  A  rule  for  the  admission  of 
non-apprentices  is  common  to  almost  all  the  misteries  of'  the 
fifteenth  century ;  he  had  only  to  pay  a  higher  fee,  if  he 
started  as  a  master,  than  the  man  that  had  served  his 
apprenticeship,  and  to  satisfy  the  searchers  as  to  his  ability. 
Probably  the  desire  to  avoid  paying  the  enhanced  entrance 
fee  rather  than  any  desire  for  technical  training  was  one 
reason  why  apprenticeship  became  so  general.  It  was  also  a 
means  of  obtaining  the  freedom  of  the  city  without  a  fee  for 
those,  who  could  not  claim  it  by  inheritance. 

The  prevention  of  excessive  competition  was  the  keynote 
to  much  of  the  economic  policy  of  medieval  times  ;  the 
masters  achieved  this  by  limitation  of  the  number  of  ap- 
prentices  each  master  could  take,  but  evidence  on  this  subject 
in  the  Memorandum  Book  is  meagre.  The  glasiers  had  a 
regulation,  "  bott  oon  at  once  unto  the  tyme  that  iiij  yere  of 
the  said  vij  yeres  be  fully  complete  "  ;6  the  patoners  only  one  at

once  until  the  sixth  year.1  The  parchment  makers  in  1422  could 
only  have  one  apprentice  at  once,  "  hoc  unum  ad  semel "  ;2  in 
1474  this  was  repealed.  Masters  were  then  empowered  "  to  take 
into  thaire  services  iij,  ij,  er  j  apprentesses  or  apprentes  tageders 
attones  by  indenture  to  be  made  betwyx  theyme  in  that  behalfe 
for  such  yeres  and  termes  as  the  maisters  or  maister  on  that  one 
partie  and  the  same  apprentes  gan  agre  emonges  theymsiffe,  any 
acte,  ordynaunce  or  constitucion  made  in  the  dayes  and  tyme 
of  Thomas  Esyngwald,  standing  maire  of  the  forsaid  cite  of  Yorke, 
to  contrarie  of  this  present  ordynaunce  not  agaynstynge."3  The 
matter  must  have  excited  much  attention  for  the  meeting  was 
unusually  large,  mayor,  aldermen,  sheriff  and  twenty-four  all 
being  present.  As  well  as  the  ordinary  apprentice,  the  finisher, 
a  youth  intermediate  between  the  apprentice  and  the  journeyman, 
was  a  recognized  part  of  the  carpenters'  training  system. 

"  Yf  a  yongman,  that  is  not  cunyng  in  wark  of  the  said 
occupacion,  cum  in  to  thys  cite  to  lern  the  said  occupacion  bettyr 
yf  he  be  hyryd  in  the  said  occupacion  for  mete,  drynk,  and  xxs. 
be  yere  or  above,  than  hys  said  maister,  that  so  hyrys  hym, 
within  a  quarter  of  a  yer  than  next  aftir  shall  pay  xxd.  ;  .  .  .  . 
and  yf  he  hyr  hym  ondyr  the  some  of  xxs.,  the  said  maister,  that 
so  hyrys  hym,  shall  pay  x\d.  in  the  furm  above  said,  to  be  devydid 
and  paid."4  There  seems  to  be  here  a  faint  hint  of  "  das  wander- 
jahr,"  that  was  such  a  powerful  influence  in  the  development  of 
technical  skill  in  Germany  during  the  second  half  of  the  fifteenth 
century.5 

Evidently  apprentices  were  sometimes  sent  out  to  work 
without  supervision,  for  the  masters  of  the  plasterers  and  tilers 
are  fined,  if  they  allow  either  apprentices  or  servants  to  work

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"  extra  presenciam  magistri  sui,"  unless  with  the  consent  of  the 
searchers.1  The  curriers  have  the  most  elaborate  rules  for  their 
workers,  "  servientes,"  whether  they  worked  by  piece,  "  merces," 
or  for  a  salary,  were  to  pay  iiijrf.  to  the  pageant  fund  yearly,  if 
they  had  served  apprenticeship  within  the  city,  and  viijd.2  if 
they  had  not.  They  were  not  to  give  work  to  men  of  evil 
reputation  or  dishonest  life,  "  qui  erit  male  fame  aut  vite  inho- 
neste,"  nor  to  intice  any  workman  from  any  master  to  whom  he 
was  bound.  Agreements  for  work  could  only  be  made  for  a 
whole  year  ;  but  if  a  servant  wished  to  transfer  his  services  to 
another  master,  after  serving  his  first  master  for  three  months, 
he  could  on  the  payment  of  6s.  8^.  for  his  release,  leave  him.3 
Any  stranger,  coming  to  the  city  in  search  of  work,  could  be 
hired  by  one  master  for  a  week,  and  by  another  master  for  another 
week,  and  so  on,  week  by  week,  until  all  the  masters  wishing  for 
his  services  had  employed  him  ;  no  license  from  the  searchers 
was  required  unless  the  stranger  wished  at  his  coming  to  be 
hired  for  a  whole  year.4  One  of  the  ordinances  of  the  vintners 
reads  as  if  it  belonged  to  a  more  modern  and  sanitary  age  ; 
"  that  it  be  not  leful  to  eny  maner  men,  retaling  wynez  herafter 
within  this  said  cite,  to  hold  or  have  eny  servant,  man,  childe, 
or  woman  to  retail  his  wyne,  which  is  corrupt  and  unclen  nature, 
uppon  the  payn  of  forfatour  of  xxs."5  The  tapiters  were  for- 
bidden to  take  any  apprentice,  who  was  not  born  under  the 
allegiance  of  our  lord  the  king.6 

A  cursory  survey  of  these  gild  regulations  leaves  a  general  i  • 
impression    of    a    prevailing    family   likeness,    but    closer   study  I 
reveals  a  bewildering  differentiation.     The  marshals  and  smiths  I  [- , 
have  the  clearest  rules  as  to  the  terms  on  which,  after  apprentice- 
ship was  over  and  the  journeyman  period  passed  through,  a  man 
could  begin  work  as  a  master.     There  were  four  grades  ;   the  son 
of  a  freeman  who  had  served  an  apprenticeship  ;   the  apprentice 
whose    father   was    not    free  ;     the    native    who    had    not    been

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apprenticed  in  the  city  ;  and  the  unapprenticed  alien.  The  fee 
was  graduated  the  first  grade  paid  nothing,  the  second  a  small 
fee,  the  third  a  higher,  the  fourth  the  largest.  "  That  every  man 
of  the  said  craftes,  that  has  been  pryntes  within  this  citee,  shall 
pay  at  his  first  settyng  upp  as  a  maister  in  the  said  craftes  xviijdL, 
to  the  lightes  of  the  said  craftes,  except  thaym  that  er  fraunchest 
men  sonnes."  "  If  eny  man  of  the  saide  craftes  com  to  this  citee, 
that  has  not  bene  prentes  within  this  citee,  and  will  occupy  as 
maistr,  he  shall  pay  at  his  first  settyng  upp  ijs.  to  the  lightes  of 
the  said  craftes."  "  If  eny  aliene  come  to  this  citee  and  will 
occupy  as  maister,  he  shal  at  his  first  settyng  up  vjs.  viijd., 
the  one  halve  to  the  chaumbre  and  this  other  halve  to  the 
craftes."1  The  tapiter,  who  had  been  apprenticed,  paid  6s.  8d., 
when  he  started  business  for  himself  ;  the  fee  was  doubled  for 
the  unapprenticed  tapiter.  The  fee  for  the  tanner  "  of  the 
contre  that  hath  not  be  apprentice  within  this  citie,"  was  higher 
still,  xiijs.  iiijrf.3  The  stringers'  ordinances  make  no  reference 
to  any  payment  when  beginning  the  trade,  but  all  stringers  must 
first  "  be  received  into  the  liberty  of  this  city,"  and  pass  an 
examination  as  to  their  ability  to  do  skilful  work.4  The  cappers 
drew  a  distinction  between,  the  man,  "  who  cumys  in  by 
redempcion  to  the  libertes  of  thys  cite "  and  the  one,  who 
obtained  his  freedom  by  servitude.  The  first  paid  6s.  Sd. 
when  he  became  a  master,  the  last  "  shalbe  admitit  as  a 
maister  withowt  ony  thyng  giffyng  or  payng  for  hys  uppsett."5 

In  view  of  the  important  position  taken  by  the  women  of 
France  in  the  industrial  life  of  their  native  country,  the  fact 
that  in  medieval  times  their  position  as  members  of  misteries 
was  more  fully  recognized  than  in  England  is  interesting.  In 
Paris  not  only  were  they  accepted  as  members  of  the  corps  de 
metiers  on  the  same  terms  as  men,  but  they  organized  and 
controlled  gilds  of  their  own.6  In  Brussels,  too,  women  workers

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were  recognized.1  English  legislation  notices  women  but  does 
not  take  them  very  seriously.  A  man  has  to  choose  his  craft 
and  stick  to  it ;  a  woman  could  turn,  her  hand  to  almost  any 
craiiL-that _  she  liked.2  Parliament  recognized  women  brewers, I 
bakers,  weavers,  spinners,  but  they  were  to  receive  lower  wages.3  \ 
In  York,  cappers,  parchment  makers,  listers,  freshwater  fishers, 
ironmongers,  barber  surgeons,  fishmongers,  stringers,  cooks  and  I 
vintners  have  definite  ordinances  dealing  with  women.  All 
misteries,  however,  seem  to  have  accepted  the  widow  of  a  master 
as  his  legitimate  successor  ;  though  in  the  case  of  the  tanners, 
if  she  took  a  second  husband,  a  very  high  entrance  fee  was 
exacted,  before  he  was  admitted  to  the  craft.4  The  tapiters  were 
even  more  extortionate,  they  not  only  exacted  the  same  fee,  but 
the  new  master  was  only  admitted  on  the  condition  that  he 
should  employ  a  skilled  foreman,  "  habeat  hominem  sufficientem 
instructum  et  in  arte  predicta  eruditum."5  In  fact  the  widow's 
second  husband  was  really  in  a  worse  position  than  the  alien, 
he  paid  the  same  money,  but  the  alien  was  not  hampered  by 
the  foreman.6

During  the  fifteenth  century  constant  disputes  arose  beween  ' 
the  different  crafts,  because  members  took  advantage  of  over- 
lapping to  work  at  more  trades  than  one  ;  but  the  quarrels 
generally  focussed  on  the  payment  towards  the  upkeep  of  the 
pageant  plays.  Innumerable  examples  are  furnished  in  the 
entries  concerning  the  Corpus  Christi  procession  and  pageants.7 
Thomas  Wyllardeby  came  into  the  council  chamber  and  by  his 
own  wish  relinquished  his  work  as  a  coiner,  "  in  arte  monetarii 
et  myntarii,"  and  chose  to  join  the  mistery  of  pewterers.  He  ,

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four  aldermen  and  the  common  clerk.1  These  endless  petty 
restrictions  must  have  been  extremely  galling  to  many  of  the 
more  enterprising  of  the  craftsmen,  but  there  is  little  evidence  to 
show  that  there  was  ever  any  real  consistent  strenuous  opposition 
to  them.  Professor  Ashley's  opinion  "  that  to  create  even  such 
a  business  conscience  as  we  now  enjoy,  the  medieval  system  of 
supervision  was  a  necessary  stage,  and  that  the  law  was  our  school- 
master to  bring  us  to  liberty  "2  is  verified  by  the  Memorandum 
Book.  Certainly  any  effort,  such  as  was  made  in  York  in  1519r 
to  introduce  laissez-faire  methods  was  abortive. 

During  the  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  centuries  probably  about 
one  thousand  people  in  York  were  leading  a  monastic  life  or 
ministering  to  those  who  followed  it.  Over  this  monastic  element 
the  mayor  had  little  jurisdiction.  It  appears  only  fitfully  in  the 
Memorandum  Book.  When  any  dispute  as  to  property  arose 
ecclesiasticism  had  to  seek  civic  help,  and  submit  to  the  decision 
of  searchers  of  the  gilds  connected  with  the  building  trade. 
But  this  volume  contains  none  of  those  cases  of  disputed  juris- 
diction between  abbot  and  mayor,  which  enliven  the  earlier  pages 
of  the  Memorandum  Book.  Possession  of  corpses,  rights  of  way, 
attempts  at  enclosure  are  relinquished  without  discussion  ;  the 
mayor  is  undisputed  ruler  of  the  city.  As  the  medieval  merchant 
walked  through  York  and  saw  the  lordly  buildings  of  the  Bene"- 
dictines,  the  Franciscans,  the  Dominicans,  the  Carmelites,  the 
Au<rusti  mans,  he  might  possibly  think  that  sufficient  wealth  had 
already  been  diverted  to  monasticism.  The  influence  of  Richard 
Rolle,  hermit,  poet  and  mystic,  might  prevail  to  a  certain  extent 
inside  the  gates  of  St.  Mary's  Abbey,  but  it  did  not  reach  the 
city's  governors  in  the  neighbouring  Gild  Hall.3  A  brief  account 
of  the  efforts  of  Willelmus  Melton,  a  brother  of  the  Friars  Minors,

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"  a  famous  preacher  of  the  word  of  God,"1  to  stir  religious  enthu- 
siasm in  York,  is  given  :  he  was  not  so  successful  as  St.  Bernardine 
in  Siena. 

In  all  ages  the  man  of  deeds  has  looked  on  the  man  of  thought 
with  suspicion  ;  in  13912  the  mayor,  two  aldermen  and  their 
clerk  were  added  to  the  commission  to  report  on  S.  Leonard's 
hospital ;  possibly  the  knowledge  thus  obtained  of  the  inner  life 
of  the  institution  did  not  tend  to  increase  their  veneration.  A 
few  years  later,  Thomas  Thurkyll,  who  figures  in  the  Memorandum 
Book,  an  alderman  of  the  city,  acted  as  substitute  for  the  Master 
of  S.  Leonard's  for  six  months.  During  his  brief  tenure  of  office 
he  worked  a  financial  reformation  ;  had  he  only  remained,  a 
witness  at  a  subsequent  visitation  declared,  the  hospital  would 
soon  have  been  freed  of  debt.3  Lay  experiences  of  this  kind 
changed  the  earlier  civic  attitude  of  deference  to  ecclesiastical 
power  first  into  criticism  then  into  scorn. 

The  study  of  the  Memorandum  Book  leaves  the  impression 
that  the  real  link  between  municipality  and  church  was 
the  chantry  priest  ;  in  the  chantries  the  mayor  and  his 
brethren  had  a  personal,  a  vivid  interest.  The  long  document 
with  a  head  line,  a  reminder  that  mortuaries  should  not 
be  exacted  from  the  priests  in  York,  shows  that  the 
civic  officials  regarded  the  priests  as  being  peculiarly  in  their 
charge.1  On  the  death  of  a  chantry  or  stipendiary  priest,  the 
rectors  and  vicars  of  the  various  churches  in  York  claimed  his 
second  best  gown  with  his  hood  as  a  mortuary.  The  defence  of 
the  exaction  of  a  mortuary  was  a  curious  piece  of  reasoning.  It 
was  assumed  that  inadvertently  even  a  devout  churchman 
might  have  omitted  to  pay  as  much  tithe  as  he  could  have  done, 
therefor  as  such  an  omission  was  a  mortal  sin,  in  the  interest  of 
his  immortal  soul  the  dead  parishioner's  estate  must  pay  what 
often  amounted  to  33  per  cent,  of  his  personal  property.  The 
custom  had  no  foundation  in  law,  and  was  different  in  amount  in

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different  districts,  Wales  escaped  entirely,  many  parts  of  England 
paid  little,  some  nothing.1  Whatever  feeling  there  was  in  York  j 
with  regard  to  the  exaction  from  laymen,  this  document  leaves  I  \ 
no  shadow  of  doubt  as  to  the  civic  attitude  with  regard  to  the 
priests.  The  claim  was  vehemently  contested  on  behalf  of  the 
numerous  poor  clergy,  by  the  mayor  and  citizens..  Twelve  of  the 
leading  official  citizens  lent  their  weight  and  authority  to  the 
decision  of  the  mayor.  He  publicly  declared  "  that  all  the 
chantries  of  this  city  have  been  and  are  founded  by  the  citizens 
and  notabilities  of  this  city  ;  therefore,  both  the  priests  of  this 
city  and  suburbs  having  chantries,  and  the  stipendiary  priests 
not  having  chantries,  are  the  special  officials  '  oratores  '  of  the 
citizens,  their  patrons  and  masters."2  Obviously  it  was  the 
bounden  duty  of  the  citizens  to  defend  their  servants  against 
any  action  that  might  be  burdensome  to  them.  In  addition  to 
the  mayor's  speech,  a  lawyer,  Johannes  de  Waltham,  declared 
the  exaction  contrary  to  all  law  on  the  plea  that  the  clergy  were 
exempt  from  anything  of  the  kind.  The  result  was  that  the 
rectors  after  deliberation  among  themselves  declared  unanimously 
that  they  withdrew  their  contention.  The  mayor  ordered  the 
decision  to  be  inscribed  in  the  city  records.3  This  document  is 
of  considerable  interest  for  York  was  peculiarly  rich  in  chantries, 
and  the  mayor  and  council  seem  to  have  had  an  exceptionally 
strong  position  with  regard  to  all  the  chantries  in  the  city,  not 
only,  as  might  have  been  expected,  those  of  which  they  were 
trustees  by  special  appointment.  The  work  of  the  chantry 
priest  was  of  a  three -fold  nature.  His  primary  business  was  to 
celebrate  masses  for  the  souls  of  the  departed  founders.  The

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deed  of  foundation  generally  named  various  members  of  the 
founder's  family  for  whom  prayers  were  to  be  recited,  and  in 
whose  gift  the  appointment  of  the  priest's  successor  was  vested. 
He  was  also  expected  to  help  the  parish  priest  in  his  work, 
although  he  was  entirely  independent  of  any  rectorial  supervision  ; 
in  fact  he  held  his  chantry  as  an  independent  benefice  ;  he 
worked  side  by  side  with  the  rector  but  no  idea  of  subordination 
existed,  nor  was  the  chantry  priest  available  for  parochial  visiting. 
A  Durham  founder  expressly  stipulates  that  his  two  chaplains 
are  to  devote  themselves  entirely  to  reciting  masses,  saying 
prayers  ;  he  gives  the  quaint  reason  that  "  dum  colitur  Martha 
expellitur  Maria,"  when  Martha  is  mistress,  Mary  is  shewn  the 
door.1  The  chantry^  priest,  however,  found  amplecomp 
"nrliis  scholastic  jvork  for  any  loss  of  influence  tTjxmgh 
sOrrinl  intercourse  ;  York  had  three  schools,  the  cathedral  grammar 
school  with  its  abbey  boarding  house,  and  two  small  schools 
attached  to  S.  Leonards  and  Fossgate  hospitals  ;  none  of  these 
can  be  claimed  as  of  chantry  origin.2  But  in  the  immediate 
neighbourhood  at  Northallerton,  Farburn,  Eipon,  Tickhill  and 
Hemingborough  the  chantry  priest  was  the  schoolmaster.3  Still 
his  essential  function  was  to  say  masses  ;  the  mysticism  of  some 
of  the  medieval  writers,  the  spectacular  splendour  of  some  of  the 
open-air  shows,  the  pseudo-chivalry  of  the  court  tend  to  obscure  | 
the  intrinsic  practicality  of  the  average  citizen  of  the  middle 
ages.  Abstract  discussions  as  to  the  soul's  welfare  had  no 
attraction  for  them  ;  they  believed  in  the  efficacy  of  masses  to 
free  the  dead  from  torture  ;  they  had,  however,  an  equally 
fervent  belief  in  the  necessity  of  increasing  their  worldly  goods. 
The  prosperous  merchant  carried  his  business  habits  into  his 
spiritual  life,  specialization  was  in  the  air  ;  while  the  layman 
pursued  wealth,  he  paid  the  chantry  priest  to  intercede  for  his 
health  and  prosperity  in  life,  for  his  soul  after  death.  The  use  of 
the  word  "  magistri  "  in  the  claim  of  the  mayor  and  citizens  to

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be  "  patroni  et  magistri  "  of  the  chantry  and  stipendiary  priests 
is  unusual.  Possibly  it  has  special  reference  to  the  stipendiary 
priest,  who  only  received  annual  salaries  and  could  be  dismissed 
at  will,  the  word  patroni  would  hardly  cover  this  second  class.1 
The  names  of  the  priests  officiating  at  the  chantries  in 
S.  Helen's,  Stonegate,  S.  Sampson's,  S.  Mary  the  Elder,  S.  Mary  at 
the  gate  of  the  Castle,  S.  Martin  in  Coney  Street,  S.  Saviour's  in 
Marisco,  and  the  chapel  on  Ousebridge  are  given  in  the  document 
as  if  they  were  a  committee  chosen  to  represent  the  forty  city 
chaplains.2  When  the  rector  of  the  church  was  non-resident  and 
his  duties  performed  by  the  vicar,  his  resident  deputy,  the  chantry 
priest  who  helped  him,  still  held  his  altar,  his  stipend,  his  house 
as  freehold.  Although  all  chantry  priests  in  York  were  nominally 
under  the  aegis  of  the  city  council,  the  chantry  priest,  who 
officiated  in  St.  William's  chapel  on  Ousebridge,  was  regarded  as 
attached  to  the  council  by  even  closer  ties.  The  allusions  to  him 
in  the  Memorandum  Book  are  both  numerous  and  interesting. 
In  1413  the  mayor  and  citizens  "  communitas  "  gave  a  license  to 
Johannes  de  Hamerton,  chaplain  of  S.  William's  chapel,  to  build 
a  certain  room  or  dwelling  suitable  for  himself,  at  his  own  expense, 
at  the  north  side  of  the  chapel.  If  the  said  John  agreed  to  endow 
a  suitable  chaplain,  who  would  say  mass  in  the  aforesaid  chapel, 
then  the  mayor  and  commons,  in  case  they  were  appointed 
trustees,  offered  that  the  newley  erected  dwelling  should  be  a 
perpetual  possession  of  the  chaplain  and  his  successors.  The 
license  was  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  city  not  of  the  mayor.3 
In  May,  1416,  Thomas  Howran  was  presented  by  Willelmus  Selby 
to  the  mayor  for  admission  to  a  chantry  founded  in  memory  of 
Hugo  Selby,4  in  S.  William's  chapel  ;  the  following  January

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Willelmus  Selby,  the  patron  of  this  perpetual  chantry,  confirmed 
a  chantry  by  which  the  chaplain  granted  a  yearly  rent  of  13s.  Id. 
for  twenty  years  to  Thomas  del  Gare.1  On  July  13th,  1447, 
Cuthbertus  Cotes,  chaplain,  resigned  his  chantry  in  the  chapel 
of  S.  William,  and  by  the  third  of  August,  his  successor,  Johannes 
Palyser,  was  presented  by  Willelmus  Bulmer,  knight,  and  ad- 
mitted by  the  mayor  ;  apparently  the  celerity  of  business  habits 
permeated  even  the  city  chantries.2 

The  undated  custumal  of  the  city  claims  by  ancient  custom 
"  that  constables,  sergeants  and  other  people  and  officers  of  the 
city  have  the  right  to  take  to  the  Kidcote  and  imprison  breakers 
of  the  peace  going  about  the  city  by  night  and  other  men  and 
women,  chaplains,  and  men  and  women  of  religion  found  in 
suspicious  places  with  any  woman,  and  carry  them  before  the 
ordinary,  to  be  punished  according  to  the  law  of  holy  church."3 
The  ordinary  means,  of  course,  the  ordinary  judge,  who  in  such 
cases  was  generally  the  Bishop,  but  might  be  someone  else.4 

When  it  is  remembered  that  there  were  thirty -nine  churches 
in   York,   about  sixty   abbeys,   priories,   monasteries,   hospitals, 
maisons  dieu,  and  cTmj^Is  "tlie  rarity  of  the  allusions  to  those  who 
hekTctffice  or  dwelt  in  them  is  remarkable  ;   it  shows  how  essen^tl    J\ 
tially  the  Memorandum  Book  is  a  specialized  history  of  civic  York.Mj~' 

An  interesting  insight  into  the  working  of  two  characteristic 
medieval  institutions,  the  one  economic,  the  other  ecclesiastical 
is  given  in  a  letter  from  the  King  addressed  to  the  mayor  and 
constables  of  the  staple.5  The  great  statute  of  the  staple  was 
planned  on  similar  lines  to  the  statute  merchant.6  The  staple 
was  originally  the  town,  appointed  by  the  government,  to  which 
all  English  merchants  were  obliged  by  law  to  take  their  wool  or

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any  other  staple  goods  for  sale.  It  was  settled  to  facilitate  the 
collection  of  custom  duties,  but  became  a  useful  weapon  in  the 
hands  of  diplomatists.1  Calais,  Bruges2  and  Antwerp  were 
successively  staple  towns.  In  1353,  however,  it  was  decided  to 
try  the  plan  of  holding  the  staple  in  England,  and  Newcastle, 
x/York,  Lincoln,  Norwich,  Westminster,  Canterbury,  Chichester, 
»  Winchester,  Exeter  and  Bristol  were  appointed  as  staple  towns.a 
Each  staple  town  had  a  mayor  of  the  staple,  before  whom  debtors 
were  required  to  execute  a  bond,  which  was  signed  in  the  presence 
of  the  mayor.  In  Bristol  "  the  old  mayor  delivered  unto  the  new 
mayor  the  king's  sword,  and  his  hat,  and  the  casket  with  the  seal 
of  office,  the  seal  of  the  statute  of  the  staple,  the  seal  of  the 
statute  merchant,  with  other  authentic  seals  included  in  the  same."4 
In  Norwich  the  seal  of  the  statute  merchant  and  statute  staple 
were  the  same.5  In  the  December  of  1391  the  letter  from  the 
king  arrived ;  it  tells  clearly  and  briefly  that  Johannes  de 
Lyndesay  had  incurred  a  debt,  according  to  staple  law,  of  sixty- 
six  pounds  to  Johannes  Burdon  and  Willelmus  Sherman.  Unable 
to  discharge  his  obligations  he  had  fled  to  the  monastery  precints 
"  ad  domum  et  ecclesiam  "  of  the  friars  preachers  :6  an  unfor- 
tunate man,  Ricardus  Kyng,  who  had  been  his  surety,  was  seized 
and  put  in  prison.  The  king,  therefore,  ordered  the  mayor  and 
constables  of  the  staple  together  with  the  mayor  of  the  city  and

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the  keepers  of  the  crown  pleas1  to  go  within  the  monastic  precints,2  l\ 
seize  him  and  force  him  to  pay  the  debt,  thus  obtaining  the  I  \ 
liberation  of  his  surety.  This  could  be  done  by  law  and  according 
to  the  form  of  the  said  statute.  Twelve  years  before  this  occur- 
rence debtors  had  abused  sanctuary  rights  so  frequently  that 
parliament  had  been  forced  into  action.  The  statute  proclaimed 
that  after  five  successive  weekly  summonses  at  the  gates  of  the 
sanctuary,  where  the  debtor  was,  if  he  failed  to  appear  before  the 
king's  justices,  his  goods  and  lands  were  forfeited.3  All  churches 
and  churchyards  were  sanctuaries  for  felony ;  the  sanctuary 
knocker  of  All  Saints,  Pavement,  is  a  modern  myth.  There  are 
references  to  sixteen  sanctuaries  in  York  during  the  thirteenth 
century.  According  to  the  coroners'  rolls  of  the  city  between  j 
1349  and  1359  there  were  eleven  fugitives,  who  took  sanctuary/ 
at  All  Saints,  Pavement,  S.  Crux,  S.  Lawrence,  S.  Martin  Coney 
Street,  S.  Martin  Micklegate,  S.  Saviour,  Holy  Trinity,  S.  William's 
chapel,  and  the  church  of  the  Carmelites.4  But  the  fame  of 
Beverley  sanctuary  overshadowed  all  others  ;  the  refuge  extended 
a  mile  and  a  half  in  every  direction  ;  the  privilege"  however, 
intensified  as  the  high  altar  and  frith  stool  were  approached. 
The  register  from  1478  to  1539  is  still  extant,  495  names  are 
entered,  the  largest  number  208  came  for  debt.  These  sanctuary 
men  were  allowed  to  be  members  of  trades  gilds  in  Beverley, 
though  there  is  no  trace  of  any  regulation  of  the  kind  in  York.5 
A  quarrel  between  a  priest  and  the  craft  of  tixtwriters, 
lumers,  noters,  turners  and  fmrrisshers  was  submitted  to  arbitra- 
tion by  the  command  of  "  the  right  reverent  fadre  in  God,  the  /

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archbishop  of  York."  The  award  is  not  dated  but  from  intrinsic 
evidence  it  must  belong  to  the  end  of  the  fifteenth  century. 
The  arbiters  are  two  merchants,  a  goldsmith  and  a  grocer.  The 
subject  of  dispute  was  as  to  whether  the  priests  had  the  right  to 
take  apprentices  and  to  sell  books.  The  judgment  is  clear  and 
uncompromising.

Over  one  section  of  the  industrial  life  of  York  the  church 

held    undisputed    sway.     The    men    employed    in    building    the 

minster  seem  to  have  been  a  class  apart.       In  1407,  after  the 

collapse  of  the  belfrey,  William  Colchester,  mason,   had  to   be 

protected  by  a  special  mandate  from  the  King,  "  for  him  and  his 

deputies   and   the    workmen   and   labourers   and   their   goods."2 

An  entry  in  the  patent  rolls  of  the  following  year  prove  the

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futility  of  the  protection.     A  commission  was  appointed  to  inquired 
about  "  divers  conspiracies  among  certain  stone  cutters  and  other    j 
evil  doers  of  the  county  of  York  and  elsewhere  to  hinder  the  work    \ 
of  the  fabric  of  the  church  of  S.  Peter,  York,  and  to  maim  William 
Colchestre,  '  mason  '  and  the  stone  cutters  and  masons  taken  by— 
him  according  to  letters  patent,  and  to  do  other  evils."1 

The  longest  entry  in  the  book  is  the  copy  of  the  triple 
indenture  in  which  the  prior,  John  Multon,  of  the  order  of 
preaching  friars  in  York,  pledged  his  order  in  1463  to  perpetual 
gratitude  for  the  benefactions  of  dame  Eufemia  Langton,  widow 
of  John  Langton  knight.  This  honourable  and  discreet  lady, 
who  had  on  previous  occasions  bestowed  many  gifts  upon  the 
order  for  the  especial  love  she  bore  them,  had  recently  discovered 
with  much  distress  that  the  friars  were  in  danger  of  forfeiting  to 
their  creditors  sundry  jewels,  books,  vestments  and  other 
ornaments  on  the  security  of  which  they  had  incurred  debts, 
which  they  were  unable  to  meet.  Whereupon  dame  Eufemia 
presented  to  them  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  redeem  their 
goods  and  ornaments  which,  without  her  timely  aid,  would  have 
been  lost  to  the  convent  for  ever. 

In  the  exuberance  of  their  gratitude  the  prior  and  brethren 
unanimously,  with  the  consent  of  the  provincial  of  the  order  in 
England,  their  venerable  father  in  Christ,  brother  John  Kyng 
doctor  of  theology,  pledged  themselves  and  their  successors  in 
perpetuity  to  the  following  observances  :— 

(1).  A  mass  of  the  Blessed  Virgin  Mary  was  to  be  said  at 
the  altar  of  the  Holy  Trinity  in  the  conventual  church  for  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  Eufemia  and  her  six  children,  John, 
Robert,  Henry,  William,  Thomas  and  Margaret  and  for  the  souls 
of  John  Langton  knight  and  his  parents,  friends  and  ancestors 
and  of  Eufemia  whenever  she  should  depart  this  life  and  all  her 
friends  and  relations  and  of  any  persons  connected  by  any  ties 
whatsoever  with  John  and  Eufemia.  This  mass  was  to  be  said 
every  day  except  on  the  last  three  days  in  Holy  Week,  between 
the  hours  of  eight  and  nine,  with  the  special  memorials  for 
benefactors  and  for  the  faithful  departed  and  with  three  strokes

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on  the  small  bell,  and  was  to  be  called  the  Langton  Mass.  Three 
times  in  the  year  the  friar,  to  whom  this  duty  was  entrusted,  was 
to  swear  upon  the  Gospels  to  fulfil  it  faithfully,  and  he  was  to 
observe  strictly  the  appointed  hour,  unless  he  had  been  informed 
that  dame  Eufemia  or  one  of  her  children,  heirs  or  executors 
was  intending  to  be  present,  in  which  case  he  might  wait  for 
their  arrival. 

(2).  The  names  of  dame  Eufemia  and  her  children  and  of 
her  late  husband  and  all  their  friends  and  relations,  living  and 
dead,  were  to  be  inscribed  in  a  list  and  placed  upon  the  altar 
before  the  eyes  of  the  friar  celebrating  the  Langton  Mass  ;  they 
were  also  to  be  read  aloud  daily  in  chapter  ;  and  at  Nones  every 
day  the  psalm  De  Profundis  was  to  be  recited  in  the  choir  of  the 
conventual  church  and  on  Good  Friday  the  seven  penitential 
psalms  with  a  litany  were  to  be  said  by  all  the  brothers  of  the 
convent  for  the  welfare  of  their  souls  whether  living  or  dead. 

(3).  A  memorial  service  was  to  be  held  annually  for  the 
soul  of  John  Langton  and  all  his  departed  friends  and  relations 
on  the  eve  of  St.  Mathias5  Day  with  a  mass  on  the  following  day, 
at  both  of  which  services  the  big  bell  was  to  be  rung  thrice  and 
the  prayers  Deus  indulgentiarum  and  Inclina  Domine  were  to 
be  used. 

And  when  dame  Eufemia  herself  should  die,  a  similar  mass 
was  to  be  instituted  on  the  anniversary  of  her  death  with  a 
memorial  service  on  the  eve  with  similar  prayers  and  ceremonies. 

(4).  The  children  of  dame  Eufemia  and  all  their  lawful 
descendants  were  to  be  admitted  as  brothers  and  sisters  in  the 
chapter  of  the  order  and  to  participate  in  the  masses,  preachings, 
fasts,  pilgrimages,  abstinences,  watchings,  prayers  and  other 
good  works  and  devotions  of  the  order. 

(5).  On  the  demise  of  dame  Eufemia  or  of  any  one  of  her 
children  or  of  her  children's  children,  their  names  were  to  be  sent 
to  every  convent  of  the  order  throughout  England,  in  order 
that  Placebo  and  Dirige  might  be  said  on  their  behalf  with  the 
other  prayers,  which  were  used  for  a  brother  of  the  order. 

(6).  And  in  order  that  these  observances  should  be  duly 
remembered,  this  memorandum  was  to  be  read  publicly  twice  a 
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year  in  the  presence  of  all  the  brothers  on  Maundy  Thursday 
and  the  15th  day  of  September. 

And  to  ensure  the  due  observance  of  this  agreement  the 
prior  and  convent  pledged  themselves  and  all  their  goods,  whether 
consecrated  or  otherwise,  to  Eufemia  and  her  heirs  and  to  the 
Mayor  of  York  and  his  successors  that  every  time  they  failed  in 
performing  the  above  devotions  and  observances,  they  would 
pay  a  penalty  of  100  shillings  of  which  40  should  be  for  the  use 
of  the  chamber  of  the  city  and  60  should  be  distributed  to  the 
poor  by  the  Mayor  or  by  Eufemia's  children  on  the  day  of  her 
anniversary.  And  if  the  convent  should  fail  in  any  of  these 
observances,  it  should  be  lawful  for  Eufemia  or  her  heirs  or  the 
Mayor  or  his  successors  to  enter  the  church,  buildings  or  lands 
of  the  convent  and  distrain  upon  their  goods,  consecrated  or 
otherwise,  without  regard  to  any  privileges  or  liberties  conferred 
by  the  pope  or  the  king,  until  such  time  as  the  fine  with  all  the 
costs  of  the  distraint  should  be  duly  paid.  Nor  should  the  order 
have  the  right  to  retaliate  in  any  way  for  such  action,  either  by  a 
sentence  of  excommunication  or  by  legal  proceedings  or  in  any 
other  way. 

This  agreement  was  confirmed  by  the  provincial  of  the  order 
and  sealed  with  his  seal  as  well  as  with  the  prior's  seal  and  the 
common  seal  of  the  convent. 

And  copies  of  the  indenture  were  to  be  deposited  in  perpetuity 
with  the  prior  and  convent,  the  heirs  and  executors  of  dame 
Eufemia,  and  the  Mayor  and  community  of  the  city  of  York.1 

Another  lady,  Maria  Brathwayt,  who  figures  in  the  Memo- 
randum Book,  was  more  practical  in  her  gifts.  In  1421  of  her 
own  free  will  she  gave  twenty  marks  to  be  spent  in  building  a  new 
stone  cross  in  Thursday  market ;  the  money  was  given  to  Johannis 
Sturtevant,  but  the  mayor  was  appointed  to  supervise  the  expen- 
diture.2 A  tantalizing  mystery  hangs  over  Elizabeth  Troghton, 
"  a  discrete  woman  of  the  city  of  York,"  who  was  the  subject  of  a 
unfinished  letter  from  the  mayor,  sheriff  and  aldermen  of 
Newcastle.3

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The  book  is  often  referred  to  as  a  register,  but  the  name  is 
inadequate.  A  register  belongs  to  the  dry-as-dust  category, 
whereas  this  Memorandum  Book  pulsates  with  the  vitality  of  a 
vital  age.  It  is  no  colourless  mechanical  report  of  every  pro- 
ceeding of  the  civic  council:  selection  is  its  charm.  It  contains 
what  contemporary  thinkers  considered  to  be  of  significance  to 
themselves  as  citizens  of  York.  There  is  no  allusion  to  the 
insurrection  of  Eobin  of  Redesdale,  who  led  a  tumultous  crowd 
to  the  gates  of  York,  Lancastrian  in  sympathy.  The  numerous 
occasions  on  which  royalties  came  with  glittering  retinues  to  the 
city,  or  sent  the  heads  of  their  enemies  to  rot  over  its  bars,  are 
passed  over  in  silence.1 

But  it  does  afford  an  authentic  revelation  of  the  whole 
community  from  "  the  ryght  honorabill  mayor  "  in  all  his  civic 
pomp,  in  the  council  chamber  on  Ousebridge,2  to  the  widow  with 
her  scanty  dole  in  the  neighbouring  almshous,  "  le  meson  du 
super  pontem."3  No  aspect  of  the  city's  life  is  omitted.  We  see 
the  people  at  work,  at  play,  in  health,  in  sickness,  in  war,  in  peace, 
at  home,  abroad,  at  church,  and  in  the  tavern.  No  circumstance 
is  too  trivial,  none  too  momentous  for  the  civic  chronicler. 

When  first  the  curtain  is  drawn  back,  we  see  upon  the 
stage  so  heterogeneous  a  crowd,  whose  grouping  is  so 
fortuitous  that  we  fail  to  discover  any  dramatic  unity. 
And  yet  closer  scrutiny  reveals  an  underlying  purpose.  It 
is  as  if  some  playwright  had  deliberately  filled  his  stage 
with  a  motley  throng  in  order  to  emphasize  the  fact  that 
the  city's  true  life  is  neither  ecclesiastic  nor  military — or 
even  industrial — but  corporate  and  communal.

to  John  de  Langton,  and  the  land  of  John  Gervas,  and  in  length 
from  the  king's  highway  in  front  to  the  land  lately  belonging  to 
John  de  Langton  behind.  Stokton  was  further  said  to  have 
devised  them  to  St.  Denis's  church  without  having  obtained  a 
licence  in  mortmain.

Answer  to  the  said  writ : — Inquisition  taken  at  York  on 
Wednesday  after  the  Nativity  of  the  B.V.M.,  3  Henry  v. 
(11  September,  1415),  before  William  de  Alne,  mayor  and 
eschaetor,  Nicholas  Blakebourne,  senior,  John  Craven,  Robert 
Holme,  Thomas  Santon,  and  John  de  Bolton,  by  the  oath  of 
Thomas  Roderham,  Richard  Newland,  William  Lyons,  sadeler, 
William  Barton,  skynner,  Thomas  Sharrowe,  Thomas  Holbek, 
William  Brandesby,  John  Brydlyngton,  Thomas  Newton, 
Richard  Lygeard,  Robert  Feriby,  and  John  del  See.  John  de 
Stokton,  late  citizen  of  York,  was  seised  in  his  life  (of  the  tenements 
in  Walmegate  and  Girdlergate  mentioned  above),  (fo.  175,  6.) 
Katherine  de  Boynton  is  his  nearest  heir.  He  did  not  devise 
the  said  tenements  to  St.  Denis's  church. 

19  October,  3  Henry  v.  (1415)  John  Symond  of  York,  draper, 
delivered  a  bill  before  William  Alne,  the  mayor,  stating  that 
William  de  Burton  had  made  a  false  statement  in  the  exchequer 
that  John  Stokton  was  seised  in  his  demesne  as  of  fee,  and  died 
so  seised,  of  certain  tenements  in  Girdlergate,  of  which  Symond 
was  seised  and  in  which  Stokton  had  only  had  an  estate  for 
25  years,  as  appeared  by  evidence  of  record  and  deed  sealed. 
And  that  on  this  false  statement  a  commission  was  directed  to 
the  mayor  and  certain  aldermen  to  make  inquiry,  and  that  the 
jurors,  who  neither  saw  nor  were  informed  of  these  evidences 
and  deeds,  found  that  John  Stokton  died  seised  of  these  tenements 
and  that  Katherine  Boynton,  was  his  heir,  which  was  contrary  to 
fact.  Symond  prayed  that,  as  the  verdict  had  not  been  sealed, 
it  might  be  amended.  The  mayor  sent  for  the  jurors  and  showed 
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them  the  indenture  and  defeasance  given  below.  Stokton  held 
the  estate  William  de  Fryston  had  had  in  the  tenements  in 
Girdlergate.

Inquisition  held  at  York  on  Friday  after  the  feast  of  S.  Lucy, 
virgin,  5  Henry  v.  (17  December,  1417)  before  Henry  Bowes, 
mayor  and  escheator,  by  oath  of  John  Elvyngton,  William 
Scorburg,  Thomas  Holbek,  John  del  Man,  Peter  Wright,  Hugh  de 
Gill,  Robert  Hobshort,  Richard  Walker,  Robert  de  Lonsdale, 
Walter  Marshall,  Thomas  Sutton  and  John  Hobshort.  William 
Sheffield  held  a  messuage  and  a  garden  adjoining  upon 
Bishophill  in  the  City  of  York,  for  term  of  life  with  reversion  in 
tail  male  to  John,  son  and  heir  of  Miles  de  Stapilton,  a  ward  of 
the  King.

William  Welles,  John  Lightlope,  William  Shirwod,  Thomas  Alan, 
of  the  nombre  of  the  xxiiij*0,  assembled  in  the  counceil  chamber 
upon  Owsebrig,  as  also  by  the  special  instance,  consent,  and 
prayer  of  John  Richardson  and  Richard  Osgodby,  serchiours 
within  the  same  cite  of  the  forsaide  craftes,  Robert  Jakson, 
Nicholaus  Garnett,  Richard  Berden,  John  Broun  and  John  Myn, 
citisins  and  artificers  of  the  same  craftes,  that  from  hensfurth 
ther  shall  no  maister  of  the  saide  craftes  take  noo  printes,  but  for 
the  terme  of  vij  yeres  to  geddre,  and  but  one  at  ones,  or  the 
tyme  of  vj  yeres  of  the  said  vij  yeres  be  perfitely  passed,  uppon 
payn  of  iij  s.  iiij  d.,  to  be  payed  evenly  to  the  chamber  of  this  cite 
and  to  the  saide  craftes,  whan  so  ever  that  ony  man  of  the  same 
craftes  dose  the  contrarie  of  this  ordynance.  But  if  so  be  that

At  whiche  day  in  the  counsaile  chaumbre  of  this  citie  of 
York,  by  the  instaunce  and  ful  humble  supplicacion  of  all  the 
hole  craft  of  the  tanners  of  the  saide  cite,  it  was  enacted,  ordeined, 
and  established  by  thassent  of  all  the  counseil  of  the  chaumbre 
from  hynsefurth  perpetually  to  be  observed  and  keped.  First, 
if  ther  be  any  maner  man  that  is  not  of  the  tanner  craft,  and 
shall  hapen  to  wedde  and  take  to  wife  a  widowe  of  the  same  craft, 
then  that  man  shall  paie  er  he  occupie,  and  by  his  sersours  of  the 
saide  craft  admitted  therunto,  xl  s.,  the  oone  half  unto  the 
chaumbre  of  the  citie,  and  the  other  half  to  the  supportacion  of 
the  pageaunt  and  charges  of  the  saide  craft. 

Item,  if  ther  be  any  tanner  of  the  centre  that  hath  not  be 
apprentice  within  this  citie,  and  will  sett  upp  the  craft  and  occupie 
as  a  maister  within  this  citie,  that  then  he  shall  paie  at  his  upset 
xiij  s.  iiij  d.,  to  the  chaumbre  and  craft  as  is  aforesaide. 

Item,  whosomever  of  the  saide  craft  that  is  deuly  warned  by 
his  sersours  to  appere  afore  they  me,  for  any  matter  concernyng 
the  honour  of  the  citie  and  the  wele  of  his  said  craft,  and  willfully 
absent  hym  and  com  not,  to  lese  and  paie  at  every  tyme  ij  d., 
in  manere  and  fourme  abovesaide. 
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Item,  if  ther  be  any  man  of  the  saide  craft  that  after  the 
sersours  have  made  dewe  serche  of  his  leder,  and  fynde  it  not 
sufficiantly  barked,  and  warne  hym  to  amend  it,  and  then  the 
saide  man  take  upon  hym  to  sell  any  of  the  saide  leder  not 
sufficiantly  barked,  to  paie  and  lese  iiij  s.  in  like  maner  and 
fourme  as  is  aforesaide.

Memorandum,  whare  a  lang  stryfe  and  debate 
was  moeved  and  hadde  betwix  the  marsshals  and  smyths  of  the 
cite  of  York,  in  alsmykell  that  the  smyths  allegged  and  sayde 
that  the  marsshals  occupyde  thair  craft  and  had  tharof  the  maste 
part  of  thair  lyvyng,  and  tharfo  thay  chalenged  of  tham  to  pay 
to  thair  pageand  ;  and  the  marsshals  allegged  agayn  that  certeyn 
smyths  wroght  and  said  diverse  thynges  pertenant  to  thayr 
crafte,  and  tharfor  thay  asked  of  tham  pagand  sylver.  And 
thus  thay  war  many  dayes  and  yerys  in  variance,  and  ay t her 
crafte  trubild  other,  and  yerely  tuke  and  held  distresse  of  other 
so  ferr  furth  that  many  yerys  mairs  and  the  chambre  was  hugely 
vexed  wyth  tham.  Neverthelesse  at  the  last  thurgh  the  gude 
consell  and  mediacion  of  John  Aldestanemore,  mair,  bathe  the 
craftes  beforesayde  put  tham  in  the  jugement  and  awarde  of 
William  Barton,  skynner,  John  Huthwayt,  taillour,  Robert 
Allerton,  barker,  and  John  Neuton,  glover,  and  assured  tham  to 
stand  and  abyde  fully  thair  award  in  hegh  and  in  la  we.  if  thay

Item,  it  is  ordeined  and  awarded  by  Thomas  Wrangwishe, 
then  maire  of  this  saide  citie,  and  the  chaumbre  of  the  same, 
with  the  hoole  assent  and  concent  of  all  the  hoole  craftes  of  the 
tapiters  and  lynenwevers,  that  whereby  a  decre,  awarde  and 
juggement  by  William  Holbek,  late  (fo.  296)  maire  of  this  saide 
citie,  made  and  yeven  betwene  the  hole  craftes  of  tapiters  and 
lynenwevers  of  the  saide  citie,  that  the  saide  craft  of  lynen- 
wevers shuld  from  thensefurthe  yerely  paie  unto  the  saide  craft 
of  the  tapiters  vj  s.  for  all  manere  dewtes,  charges  and  accustumes, 
to  the  aide  and  supportacion  of  thaire  pageant  in  the  plaie  of 
Corpus  Christi,  as  more  pleynely  it  apperith  in  the  saide  decre 
and  awarde.  The  saide  tapiters  at  the  special  desire  and  request 
of  the  saide  Thomas  Wrangwishe,  maire,  clerely,  freely,  and  holey 
for  evermore  herafter  have  remised  and  releassed  unto  the  saide 
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craft  of  lynenwevers  the  saide  vj  s.  And  also  it  is  ordeined  that 
either  of  thaire  craftes  shalbe  free  from  any  serse,  contribution 
or  dewtie  from  other  form  this  day  furth.

300,  6.)  the 
maire,  aldremen  and  counseill  of  the  chaumbre  and  comons  at

squire,  of  that  oone  partie,  and  Thomas  Wandesforth,  gent,  of 
that  other  partie,  personally  appering  bifore  Sir  William  Todde, 
knight,  maier  of  the  citie  of  York,  the  eght  day  of  the  moneth  of 
January,  3  Henr.  vii  (1487-8),  after  due  serch  maid  by  us  of  the 
said  house,  and  all  circumstance  of  the  same,  awardeth  and 
jugeth  betwix  the  said  Thomas  and  Thomas  in  fourme  folowing.

well  of  serche  makyng  in  eny  thing  pertenyng  to  tham  as  of  paying 
tham  pajaunt  silver  or  ony  other  dewties.  And  in  like  case,  the 
said  bladsmythez  to  be  discharged  in  all  maner  thynges  forsaid 
enenst  the  said  blaksmythez,  acordyng  to  whose  desire  it  was

and  the  producers.  In  the  great  woollen  trials  of  the  seventeenth 
century  several  witnesses  assert  that  if  the  Yorkshire  clothiers  would 
sort  their  wool  as  carefully  as  the  clothiers  in  Wiltshire  do,  then 
Yorkshire  cloth  would  be  as  good  as  Wiltshire.  Possibly  the  relaxation 
of  these  fifteenth  century  rules  for  broggers,  tyrannical  as  they  seem, 
led  to  depreciation  in  the  quality  of  the  cloth.

PYNNER,  103,  makers  of  pins  and  other  articles  of  wire  ;  in  Norwich  in  1581 
there  was  a  project  for  providing  a  place  at  the  Great  Hospital  where 
the  pinner  Dutchman  might  teach  his  science  to  children.  Norwich 
Records,  op.  cit.,  p.  Ixxxvii.
